South-West Africa, a UN de¬ 
colonization fact-finding mis¬ 
sion meeting in Maputo, Mo- 
zambique's capital, an- 
n mneed Saturday. 

Black rule 
for Namibia 

LONDON (AFP) The Ob- 
aerver says South Africa has 
decided to give South-West 
Africa (Namibia) indepen¬ 
dence with, a black majority 
government. 

The newspaper says in¬ 
dependence will come within 
two years, the time needed to 
work out a constitution. 


A communique from securi¬ 
ty force headquarters here 
said: "Provision has been 
made for the callup of territo¬ 
rial force units for continuous 
service.” 

A spokesman for the white 
minority government later 
said the new territorial force 
commitment, which is expect¬ 
ed to affect thousands of, 
young white Rhodesians, 
would go into effect immedi¬ 
ately. 

The communique also said 
the government is-considering 
extending the draft to 18 from 
12 months in an effort to field 
more men. 

A government spokesman 
said reserves usually are 
called to active duty- several 
times a year for a month at a 
time, but under- the new puli- 
cy will remain on active duty 
"until they are stood down.” 
Up said "it could be up lo 10 
years.” 

The Ixmdon-hased Interna¬ 
tional Institute of Strategic 
Studies in its report on mili¬ 
tary balance for 1975-1976 said 
the Rhodesian army has 4,500 
regular troops and 10.000 re¬ 
servists; the air force 1,200 
regular troops and 10,000 re¬ 
servists; and the police 8,000 
active men and 35,000 reser¬ 
vists.

Theconen at the top in the 
ferry layofff controversy were 
exchanging insults Saturday. 

They even chose the same 
key word. 

Transport Minister Jack 
Davis said the B.C. Gnyero- 
m e n t Employee’s Union 
threat to discourage tourists 
from using the B.C. Ferries 
system this summer, was 
nothing more than idiocy. 

"And.” said BCGEU gen¬ 
eral-secretary John Fryer. ”1 
think Mr. Jack Davis’ plan to 
lay off 450 ferry workers is 
idiocy.” 

Davis was smarting- over 
the union’s claim that it 
might use a North America¬ 
wide advertising campaign to 
tell tourists that the ferries 
would be "unsafe" with re^ 
duced staffs. 

With the announcement by 
Davis Thersday that 400 
would be laid off by June 1. 
Fryer and other RCGEU of- 
, fli ers went into a huddle with 
the union's lawyers and 
emerged with a battle plan 
that could follow any one of a 
number of avenues. 

It ranged from the possibili¬ 
ty of a strike sometime later, 
to court action, arbitration, or 
a s|>ecial B.C, Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board hearing. 

The advertising campaign 
would be coupled with this. 

Other sources within the 
union have said the ferry 
workers might trv unsanc¬ 
tioned strike action during the 
Mav 24 holiday weekend. 

But a mediator has been ap- 
noinled to meet the union and 
the Public Sendee Commis¬ 
sion. and it was doubted he 
would have completed his re¬ 
port by that time. 

The layoffs had been 
planned for some time be¬ 
cause of a decision to cut out 
such sendees as dining 
rooms. The service cuts are 
part of the program to reduce 
the ferry fleet’s deficit. 

Davis said Saturday the 
union was indulging in non-

Italians a step closer 
to Red-threat election 


ROME (AP), President 
Giovanni Leone dissolved par¬ 
liament Saturday and called 
for early general elections 
that are expected - to benefit 
Italy's surging Communist 
party. 

Leone disbanded parliament 
in a decree countersigned by 
outgoing Premier Aldo Moro. 
whose Christian Democrat 
minority government resigned 
Friday night after only 80 
days in office. 


The dissolution of the 
Chamber of Deputies and the 
Senate cleared the way for 
elections next month, a year 
ahead of time. 

It also automatically de¬ 
layed, by two years, a refer¬ 
endum on making abortion 
legal in this Roman Catholic 
country. 

Moro's administration — 
Italy’s 34th government in the 
last 31 years — had tried to 
govern agatnsl a backdrop of 


inflation close to 30 per cent, 
unemployment at 8 per 
cent, the currency in a tail- 
spin and political violence. 

As Leone held his talks. 
May Day celebrations gave 
way to violence in downtown 
Rome's massive Piazza del 
Popolo and a boulevard lead¬ 
ing to St. Peter's Square at 
the gate of Vatican City. Po¬ 
lice used tear gas to break up 
the demonstraters and look 40 
of them into custody.

WINNIPEG (CPI A Win- 
njppg member of the Canadi¬ 
an Forces Reserve says a riot, 
control exercise with civilians 
and regular troops here got 
out of hand, resulting in in¬ 
jury to himself and others. 

Ben Thiessen said Friday 
he was hit at least four times 
by a baton-swinging trooper 
dressed in riot gear during 
the exercise Thursday night. 


Canadian Forces spokesmen 
acknowledged Thiessen’s 
complaint and said that one 
airborne regimept trooper 
suffered a cracked nose. But 
the spokesmen denied the 
troops ever lost their self-con¬ 
trol. 

Thiessen, 39, was one of the 
reserve members who played 
the role of "rioters" - at thp 
military exercise held with 


members of th*e Canadian Air¬ 
borne Regiment of Edmonton. 

In the exercise, marc than 
60 "rioters," played by regu¬ 
lar force and reserve person¬ 
nel as well as cadets and ci¬ 
vilians, pretended to protest 
against the closing of a fac¬ 
tory. Some carried axe han¬ 
dles and baseball bats, a re¬ 
serve member said. 

The airborne troops, who 


wore helmets with face 
guards and carried shields 
and four-foot oak batons, were 
assigned to prevent the 
"rioters" from breaking into 
the mock factory premises. 

Thiessen said the troops 
"went squirrelly" and swung 
blindly into the crowd. "We 
fell back. This isn’t what was

Wallace voters 
revive Reagan 


DALLAS (UPI) Ronald 
Reagan won a smashing vic¬ 
tory over President Ford in 
the Texas primary Saturday 
and Jimmy Carter moved a 
big step closer to the Demo¬ 
cratic presidential nomination 
by soundly defeating favorite 
son Lloyd Bentsen. 

With about a third of the 
vote counted, Reagan led in 
ail 96 ra-ces. 

Carter was also leading 
impressively. Propelled by his 
big win in Pennsylvania Tues¬ 
day. the former Georgia gov¬ 
ernor led in 84 races, with 
Bentsen leading in only five. 

That kind of lead, combined 
with expected wins next week 
in Indiana, Alabama and 
Georgia will make Carter 
almost unbeatable for the 
Democratic presidential no¬ 
mination. 

Reagan benefited from 
thousands of Democrats 
many of them former George 


Wallace supporters who 
crossed party lines to vote (or 
his conservative cause. One 
Democratic official said the 
members of his party had 
"gone wild" In crossing over. 

The Reagan victory res¬ 
tored credibility to the Cali¬ 
fornian’s campaign. He had 
won only one of eight pri¬ 
maries —- North Carolina last 
month. Now he is in a position 
to give Ford a race in Indiana 
and probably win Alabama 
and Georgia all next Tues¬ 
day. 

Ijouisiana held a Democrat- 
only piimary Saturday and 
fractional returns ga\jf a 
strong lead in the popular 
vote to’ uncommitted dele¬ 
gates led by (Jov. Edwin Ed¬ 
wards. with Carter running a 
distapt second . and Wallat*e 
close, behind him in third.

"I’m not so angry that they 
beat me but they asked us to 
bring our wives and children 
along.

the month itself. In A recently 
published article, Niles' F. 
Guichet, D.D.S., says most 
people grind their teeth in an 
unconscious effort to correct 
irregularities of the chewing 
surfaces, called "malocclu¬ 
sions.”

Dr, Guichet, "in order to 
eliminate a spot which is too 


high, to find a comfortable 
place to fit the upper and 
lower teeth together.” He 
warns th^t the forces exerted 
in grinding can actually loo¬ 
sen teeth and even lead to Jaw 
muscle and ligament prob¬ 
lems. 

I suggest yon have your 
daughter’s teeth looked at 
from this standpoint Direc¬ 
tions may have to be made. 

Grinding can be mighty an¬ 
noying. as any one who has 
lived with a grinder can tell 
you.

HARDY. Ky. (API — De¬ 
scendants of the feuding Hat¬ 
field* and McCoys — includ¬ 
ing two who were alive at the 
time of bloody strife between 
the families — gathered Sat¬ 
urday in a tangled, vine- 
covered cemetery beside 
Blackberry Creek to official¬ 
ly bury the hatchet. 

About 300 persons stood in a 
steady downpour as a granite 
monument was dedicated at 
the McCoy family cemetery 
and two ministers — one a 
Hatfield and the other a 
McCoy — called for “peace in 
the valley." 

An inscription of the monu¬ 
ment read: “Six of the 16 chil¬ 
dren of Randolph and Sarah 
McCoy lie buried here, having 
suffered untimely death. The 
three died bound to paw paw 
trees at the mouth of Black¬ 
berry Creek in August. 1882." 

All three, Tolbert, Pharmer 
and Randolph Jr., were killed 
by William Anderson (Devil) 
Anse Hatfield and several of 
his relatives in retaliation for 
the earlier murder of a Hat¬ 
field. Before the feud was 
finished, more than 100 men, 
women, and children had 
been killed or wounded, and 
the states of West Virginia 
and Kentucky were on the 
verge of open warfare. 


Back in the 1880s. the 
McCoys were the most power¬ 
ful clan on the Kentucky side 
of the river, and the Hatfields 
called the tune on the north¬ 
ern bank in West Virginia. 

The cause of the feud was 
never clear. Some said it was 
over the theft of a McCoy hog 


by the Hatfields. Others said 
it followed a grudge left by an 
incident during the Civil War, 
when the Hatfields fought for 
the South and the McCoys for 
the North. 

At a luncheon following the 
dedication, the two men who 


remember the feud cut the 
cake. 

Willis Hatfield. 88. of 
nerfrby Logan. W.Va., said he 
had long since given up any 
ill feelings. 

“Some of those McCoys are 
pretty good fellows,” said the 
last living son of Devil Anse. 


U.S. proposes vast scheme 
to roll back African desert 


DAKAR. Senegal (UPI) — 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger proposed Saturday 
a $7.5 billion international 
project to “roll back the 
desert” in drought-stricken 
west and central Africa. 

In a speech in Dakar, the 
westernmost point of Africa, 
Kissinger also renewed a 
warning against Soviet and 
Cuban intervention in Africa 
and said a negotiated end to 
Rhodesia’s racial crisis was 
the only way to prevent a 
hloodbath.

Thirty-one demonstrators 
were arrested and booked on 
various charges, including re¬ 
sisting arrest and assault on 
police officers.

A police spokesman said 
there were no serials injuries 
with the -exception of one of¬ 
ficer who broke his hand in 
the scuffle. 

Police Capt.- Bill Christen¬ 
sen saitfciofficers were sum¬ 
moned by officials at Brown- 
ing-Ferris Industries, the 
city’s largest refuse disposal 
company, because a large 
crowd was blocking the move¬ 
ment of garbage trucks. 


A May Day support strike 
was called to boost the picket¬ 
ing efforts of workmen who 
have been on strike since Jan.

President Leopold Senghor, 
one of black Africa’s senior 
statesmen.

’ storage facilities." he said. 


U.S. officiate with the Kis¬ 
singer party estimated the 
plan would cost $7.5 billion 
over a 10-year period. They 
said the United States would 
participate in the program 
only if African and Arab 
countries also took part. 

"The magnitude of this task 
makes international co-opera¬ 
tion indispensible,” Kissinger 
said.

“My daddy pulled me out of 
the cabin," he said.

Like Hatfield, McCoy said 
he also bore no grudge and 
that he soon forgave the Hat¬ 
fields and even drank moon¬ 
shine with Devil Anse a few 
years after the cabin burning. 

“The Hatfields are my good 
friends,” he add&d. “Just the 
other day a Hatfield boy 
brought me over three squir¬ 
rels he had killed. Imagine 
that — a Hatfield doing that 
for a McCoy.” 

The monument dedicated 
Saturday was donated by 
Leonard and Joseph McCoy, 
wealthy coal operators from 
Phelps. Ky. The missive 
block of granite was carved 
and delivered by the Hatfield 
Monument Co. of Sarah Ann, 
W.Va. 

The shooting stopped before 
the 20th century.

Incident in Greenland 
utter nonsense—RCMP discovered 


Manuscript 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 
RCMP has denied as “utter 
nonsense" a repo rt that five 
RCMP officers who visited a 
United States air base in 
Greenland last month were 
arrested on instructions from 
Washington. 

The published report said 
Greenland authorities had 
asked the Danish foreign 
ministry to protest to Canada 
the presence of the officers., 
alleging a Greenland expedi¬ 
tion to Grise Fiord on Elles¬ 


mere island was being kept 
under surveillance. 

The Greenland authorities 
were reported as saying the 
Americans arrested the of¬ 
ficers April 5 on instructions 
from Washington, but allowed 
them to return to Canada the 
following day. 

"The report is utter non¬ 
sense," RCMP Inspector John 
Bentham said Saturday. "The 
men received very cordial 
treatment in Greenland and 
left the next day of their own 
accord.” 


Inspector Benthams said he 
did not know why the RCMP 
were visiting the strategic 
base, located at Thule in the 
northwestern corner of Green¬ 
land. 

The report noted a similar- 
incident last year and said 
Denmark then informed Can¬ 
ada that it did not wish fur¬ 
ther incidents. 

But an external affairs 
spokesman said there waB.no 
record of an incident last 
year.

Scores of hangers-on expected 

Hughes bandwagon rolling

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — 
The lawyer who represents 
the executor named in the 
Howard Hughes will said Sat¬ 
urday he expected people who 
claimed to be wives, illegiti¬ 
mate children, long lost rela¬ 
tives and bosom buddies to 
start popping up all over to 
seek part of the billionaire s 
fortune. 

Harold Rhoden, named by 
executor Noah Dietrich to 
handle the premiminary pro¬ 
bate work to establish authen¬ 
ticity of the document, also 
said an inventory of assets 
would requife opening up to 
public scrutiny the “cloak and 
dagger" operation of the 
Hughes empire. 

The lawyer scoffed at re¬ 
ports estimating Hughes’ for¬ 
tune at as much as $25 billion 
and speculating how much the 
people and institutions named 
in the will could get. 

"I have no idea what his 
assets are” Rhoden said. “I 
don’t know if he had a dollar 
cash to his name when he 
died. He certainly didn't have 
a couple billion dimes under 
his bed. His estate is tied up 
in all sorts of enterprises and 
properties and no court is 
going to order them liquidated 
to pay off requests in cash.’’ 

Rhoden filed an application 
in Las Vegas Friday hight for 
a probate hearing and a <hs- 
trict court judge there set it 
for May 21. 

He efforts until then will be 
directed almost exclusively to 
establishing that the 267-word 
document, dated 1968. is a 
genuine will in Hughes’ 
handwriting and bearing his 
signature. Rhoden said. 

The lawyer said that Die¬ 
trich also was notifying rela-

tives and everyone who might 
have a legitimate claim to a 
part of the estate of the ’exis- 
tence of the will and the sche¬ 
duled May 21 hearing so they 
could file challenges. 

“If he had died intestate 
(without a will), distant rela¬ 
tives would under law have 
valid claims since he had no 
children, ho present wives or 
living parents,” Rhoden said. 

"You can be sure that those 
w ho are named in the will are 
going to say it is authentic 
and those who were not are 
going to say, of course, it 
wasn’t written by Howard 
Hughes. 

“Women claiming to have 
been married to Hughes are 
probably going to be showing 
up, ranging in all asges. Bas¬ 
tard children nO doubt will be 
popping up claiming that their 
mother was once shacked up 
with Hughes or at least had a 
one-night stand. 

"No doubt there will be a 
waitress who will say Hughes 
once promised to leave her 
$50,000 if she put pAenty of 
mustard on his sandwich and. 
boy. did she pour on the mus¬ 
tard." 

Rhoden said final settle¬ 
ment of the estate might last 
10 years, even generations. 
Merely the inventory and 
marshalling of assets would 
require several years. 

“This guy didn’t exercise 
intelligence and put his estate 
in order, in trusts like the 
Fords and Duponts and 
Rockefellers. Heleft every¬ 
thing in his own name," Rho¬ 
den said. “Just marshalling 
the assets is going to be a 
gargantuan job." 

Rhoden pointed out that 
Hughes’ Las Vegas hotel- 
casino holdings an^ other Ne¬ 
vada investments are in the 
name of Summa Corp. and 
that Hughes owned all the 
stock in Summa.

T HE CANADIAN COAST GUARD'S aim at taking 
on fpll responsibility of air-sea rescue is well 
sighted. Inadequacy of the joint armed forces- 
traraport department life-saving service has long been 
apparent and under the coast guard plan it would be 
expanded to what would appear to be a much more ef¬ 
ficient operation. 

It U not Rut there appears to be a lack of co¬ 
operation between the defence and transport depart¬ 
ments — defence in charge, running the co-ordinating 
centres and the air-arm with transport’s coast guard 
the sea-arm. 


Both could be expanded with the present arrange¬ 
ment continuing. But they haven’t been, at least not to 
the extent they should be. And It would seem to be 
timely as well as logical to place air-sea rescue under 
the jurisdiction of the coast guard, leaving the armed 
forces unencumbered from duties that don’t fit their 
role. 


It would be the same as air-sea rescue services 
In the U S. where the American coast guard has sole 
responsibility and where its Canadian counterpart un¬ 
doubtedly is looking in its hopes for at least a dozen 
new ships including four new large heavy-sea patrol 
vessels. The U S. Coast Guard has all-weather ships of 


many sizes which must be the envy of its Canadian 
cousin. 

It is well equipped also with a variety of 
helicopters that frequently are called to assist in Cana¬ 
dian operations. 

This is a particularly galling situation to which 
reference was made at a recent inquest into the deaths 
of four commercial fishermen in storms off Vancouver 
Island. Testimony was given on the failure of the 
federal government to provide helicopters equipped 
for after-dark rescue work and how “American 
helicopters from Seattle must be called In for night 
searches.” The presiding Vancouver coroner, Glen 
McDonald, was prompted to remark that If the $30 mil¬ 
lion a year West Coast fishing industry doesn't war¬ 
rant better economic consideration for rescue ser¬ 
vices, "what about our national pride ... do we have 
to remain grateful to the Americans for coming over 
to help us?” 

Perhaps not even though Ottawa purse strings are 
supposed to be tightening. The coast guard obviously 
has had some encouragement to go for the whole air- 
sea rescue “bundle” with an announcement of inten¬ 
tion before completing its detailed recommendations 
It could hardly be a ploy to save the air-sea service 
from further criticism. 


Stick and carrots 


C ANADA'S CHIEF INTEREST at the International 
Law of the Sea Conference in New York, at 
least as generally perceived, has been in the concept of 
a 200-mile “economic zone” in which coastal countries 
would have oil-drilling rights and control of fisheries. 
But another matter of growing importance is also en¬ 
tangling the slow-moving conference. This is the min¬ 
ing, or perhaps it should be called the harvesting, of 
the deep seabeds in International waters. 

.On this subject, for the United States. Secretary of 
State Henry IjLissinger has shown the stick and dangled 
the carrots. 

It has been known for decades. Dr. Kissinger has 
told the conference, that the ocean floors contain great 
potential resources of nickel, manganese, cobalt and 
copper, but only recently* has the technology been 
developed to reach and extract these deposits. 

The United States is many years ahead of any 
; other country in this technology, he says, "and we are 
in all respects prepared to protect our interests. If the 
deep seabeds are not subject to international agree¬ 
ment the United States can and will proceed to explore 
and mine on its own.” 

That's the stick. 

But the United States does not want to follow this 
course. Nor does it want all the deep seabed's 
resources placed under an international authority 
which would not provide adequate incentives and 
guarantees for deepsea mining. 

Instead. D^. -Kisslnger has proposed that an inter¬ 


national seabed resources authority be established un¬ 
der a treaty guaranteeing non-discrimlnatory access 
to seabed mining sites to all nations under specified 
and reasonable conditions. 


An "enterprise” would be part of the authority and 
would be given the right to exploit the seabeds under 
the same conditions. 


Gun registration 

'A massive con-job by the feds' 


The United States "could accept" a system in 
which a contractor would propose to mine sites for ex¬ 
ploration. and the authority would select one to mine 
itself, leaving the other to be mined by the contractor. 

The authority would supervise a system of 
revenue-sharing from the mining activities, primarily 
for the needs of the poorest countries, based either on 
royalties or*0n profit-sharing. 

The United States would make a major effort to 
enhance the access of developing countries to ad¬ 
vanced deep sea mining technology. 

If these proposals look attractive, it remains of 
some concern to mineral-producing countries, some of 
them poor, that seabed production could adversely af¬ 
fect their markets. In this matter Dr. Kissinger's 
proposals and assurances are not as firm and clear-cut. 
although he says there would have to be help for any 
countries suffering serious economic harm. 

But then delegates to the conference must ask 
themselves what will happen if the United States goes 
ahead unilaterally. Happily. Dr. Kissinger does not set 
a deadline. 


The federal government's 
mind is so obviously made up 
on the “Peace and Security" 
package it intends to impose on 
Canada, that no evidence to the 
contrary will have an ap¬ 
preciable effect. 

It is hoped that the 
"package.” which includes gun 
registration, tougher, longer 
and indeterminate sentences, 
stricter parole, etc. will ease 
the public's demand for the 
death penalty, for certain types 
of murder.

Few presidential hopefuls 
are adequately equipped to 
deal with these issues.

Now the can¬ 
didates are scrambling for ex¬ 
pert advice from political 
scientists and other foreign af¬ 
fairs experts. 

The debate was triggered by 
Helmut Sonnenfeldt, Dr. Henry 
Kissinger's key adviser, before 
a meeting of 28 U.S. ambas¬ 
sador: in London fast 
December. He said that ten¬ 
sion between the Soviet Union 
and its East European client 
states is potentially explosive. 
Consequently, in the eye of Son- 
ncnfeldt, an "organic 
relationship” between Moscow 
and the satellites serves the in¬ 
terest of world peace. 


President Ford, in one of his 
campaign speeches, came to 
the aid of the secretary of 
state. The tone of Ford's 
speech was more in keeping 
with American campaigning 
tradition: the United States op¬ 
poses Soviet domination of 
Eastern Europe. Ford said, 
and will continue to encourage 
"as responsibly as possible the 
desires of East Europeans for 
greater autonomy, in¬ 
dependence and normal rela¬ 
tions with the rest of the 
world." 


Although after the smashing 
of the 1956 uprising in Hungary 
and the 1988 Soviet Invasion of 
Czechoslovakia few Americans 
really believe in any promises 
of “liberation” of Eastern 
Europe, the slogans still bring 
out cheers at political rallies 
attended by eihnic Americans. 

The question of communism 
in Western Europe is more 
complicated and, on the whole, 
less important in the cam¬ 
paign. But sooner or later the 
candidates will have to take a 
stand on it and this has been 
the subject of hurried consults 
tions in recent days. 


problems have reactivated the 
foreign policy debate in the 
United States. They caused 
aqother dilemma to the can¬ 
didates. speech writers and 
those in charge of drafting the 
final platforms for the two 
main political parties. 

While it is doubtful that the

A fiery horde of bees that has 
killed at least 150 people and 
thousands of animals in Brazil 
is slowly moving toward the 
United States. 

The honeybees, African 
hybrids that developed by acci¬ 
dent in Brazil, are advancing 
northward about 200 miles a 
year. They threaten to invade 
Central America, Mexico, and 
eventually the United States, 
perhaps by the early 1990s 
"African honeybees have a 
marked ability^ to com¬ 
municate alarm by releasing 


chemical secretions called 
pheromones,” reports writer 
Rick Gore. "The odor often 
triggers an explosive response 
throughout the colony. 


"African bees are no more 
venomous than others: they 
simply sting in larger 
numbers, and a few hundred 
stings are enough to kill anyone 
unable to outrun the bees." 


In their struggle to survive in 
a harsh environment, African 
honeybees developed into a 
nervous, easily provoked race

Although highly aggressive, 
the Africanized bees in South 
America possess one out¬ 
standing virtue. They produce 
large amounts of honey. On 
their native continent, the bees 
developed into industrious 
workers, able to store enough 
honey during the flowering 
season to help support them in 
times of drought. 

With this in mind, the 
Brazilian government im¬ 
ported 35 African queen bees in 
1956 for crossbreeding with 
more sedate European types to 
increase honey yields. Grids on 
their hives in the state of Sao 
Paulo kept the queen bees im¬ 


prisoned while permitting the 
smaller workers to come and 
go. 

Removal of the devices by an 
uninformed beekeeper allowed 
26 of the imported queen bees 
to fly free. As the aggressive 
Africans spread out, their 
drones begaifhp cross with the 
local European queens, out- 
competing the domestic drones 
on mating flights. 

At that time many people in 
the south of Bratil kept hives 
near their houses. Suddenly 
these families found their bees 
turning vicious, stinging 
children, killing cows.

a stadium sometimes interrupt 
soccer games.

As the wild bees moved 
northward, the perils subsided 
in southern Brazil. Many wild 
colonies have been eradicated. 
And, as the Africanixed bee 
continues to cross with the

The cooler climate also 
may have helped to tone down 
its temper. 

In tact many beekeepers now 
praise the very bee they cursed 
five years ago because of the 
increased honey production. 

The beekeepers are still 
cautious, however. They wear 
protective suits and veils and 
practise continual genetic 
selection. When a hive shows 
signs of trouble, the beekeeper 
replaces its queen with a 
gentler one.

Apathy is said to be 
democracy's greatest enemy. 

Why then do municipal coun-, 
ells insist on fostering apathy 
among their electorate? 

I'm referring lo afternoon 
council meetings. Victoria and 
Saanich hold afternoon council 
meetings. Oak Bay. Esquimau, 
Central Saanich, North Saanich 
and Sidney councils meet in the 
evening. 

The aldermen have no right 
to expect citizens wanting to 
attend council meetings to take 
time off from work. Apart 
from the cost involved — a 
person earning an average liv¬ 
ing wage would lose between 
825 and {20 to come to a 
meeting — it is an imposition. 

Victoria council has been 
meeting afternoons for many, 
many years.

Admittedly, it U more con¬ 
venient for the aldermen It 
may also be more convenient 
for the city's senior staff, some 
of whom are required to be pre¬ 
sent during council meetings, 
but it s a hassle for taxpayers 
who want to attend council 
meetings. 

A review of the policy would 
be in order and citizens feeling 
strongly enough about the mat¬ 
ter. might write letters to city 
council telling the aldermen 
they want evening meetings 


One of the nice guys in the 
provincial cabinet is Tom 
Waleriand. minister of mines, 
forests and petroleum 
resources. Nice, but naive. 

A far cry from the profes¬ 
sional politician. Waleriand. 
like half a dozen other cabinet 
ministers, is learning the trade 
the hard way. 

Last week he ran into his se¬ 
cond major problem since tak¬ 
ing office, and simply because 
he's a nice guy. A short time 
ago he needed a little public 
relations job done for his 
department. To do the job he 
hired a young fellow named Ian 
Fothergill for 81.000. Not ex¬ 
actly a princely sum in these 
days of multi-million dollar 
spending, but enough to raise 
charges of conflict of interest 
in the Legislature. 

You see, Ian Fothergill just 
happens to be the son of Bill 
Fothergill. And Bill just hap¬ 
pens to be Tom Waterland's ex¬ 
ecutive assistant. 

Chatting wilh Waleriand dur¬ 
ing the taping of BCTV’s 
Capital Comment later in the 
week, reporters asked the 
minister how he felt, in 
retrospA-t. about the hiring of 
Fothergill. To Waterland's 
credit he didn't try to bluff or 
bluster his way around the 
question. 

He was. he said, new to 
politics. He wasn't, he said, 
thinking too wisely when he 
reached out for a fellow he 
knew for a job he knew the fel-, 
low could do. In hindsight, that 
ever-valuable attribute we all 
have, he felt he had been 
"remiss". 

And indeed he had. In 
politicis the last people you 
hire are friends—unless you 
can do so without anybody 
noticing. 

Unfortunately. Waterland. 
unlike many other cabinet 
ministers present and past, got 
caught. Nice guys, open guys, 
honest guys, usually do. 

In Waterland's case I'm in¬ 
clined to believe that his error 
of judgment was a genuine er¬ 
ror. He just doesn't have the 
guile to act any other way.

I just hope the protection ex¬ 
tended Bill Fothergill in public 
didn't extend all the way to the 
minister's inner office because 
while Waterland has to be ul¬ 
timately responsible (or the 
public flak, Fothergill senior 
deserves a major rocket behind 
closed doers. 

And having said all that in 
laint priase for Waterland's 
final confession that what he 
did was wrong. I'm stilt con¬ 
fused as to why Fothergill the 
younger needed to be hired in 
the first place. 

Waterland says he's con¬ 
cerned about the public image 
of the mining industry in B.C.

And that’s the part of 
Waterland's action I can't un¬ 
derstand.

Waterland hasn't answered 
that question yet, and I'm con¬ 
vinced that he can't. Not 
logically, anyway.

Sure, only 81.000 was in¬ 
volved. Bot we are not talking 
about money here; we’re talk¬ 
ing about principle.

In retrospect Waterland says 
he's learned the hard way that it 
was a mistake to hire his assis¬ 
tant’s son.

So, sympathetic though we 
may be to Waterland. nice fel¬ 
low though he may be, his 
apology is suspect 

And talking of suspect 
apologies I’m still not buying 
one given to me by Air Canada, 
the people's airline, in Van¬ 
couver last Saturday. 

I had flown in from Toronto 
with 40 minutes to catch a con¬ 
necting flight to Victoria. My 
seat was' paid for—and con¬ 
firmed. 

At the ticket counter I was 
cheerfully informed by a plea¬ 
sant young lady that 1 couldn't 
get on the 3:05 p.m. flight 
because my seat had been sold 
to someone else. 

Having logged many thou¬ 
sands of miles on airlines I'm 
usually quite pholosophical 
about delays. I understand 
mechanical problems. I un¬ 
derstand weather conditions 
and. when either of those delay 
me I can wait as patiently as 
the next man. 

But my patience evaporates 
quickly when I'm told that my 
seat, paid for in advance, has 
been sold to someone else and 
that “we'U try to get you on a 
later flight.” And my patience 
disappears entirely when I 
watch standby passengers be¬ 
ing shepherded onto the flight 
the airline had guaranteed me 
a seat on. 

It was that last act that 
started me in 'the direction of a 
series of supervisors to de¬ 
mand, not an apology (I was 
getting those with sickening 
and monotonous rapidity), but 
an explanation as to how the 
seat I had paid for could be sold 
a second time. 

The only explanation I got 
was a humiliating, for Air 


so before I flew in from 
Toronto. 

I didn't accept that ex¬ 
planation last Saturday in Van¬ 
couver and I don't accept it 
now. Nor did I appreciate the 
mealy-mouthed offer of a cou¬ 
ple' of drinks in the Air Canada 
VIP lounge to calm my ruffled 
feelings. And, just for the 
record, neither have I cashed 
the 811 50 cheque Air Canada 
gave me. 

Why the cheque? Ah, that, so 
the gentleman told me, was a 
refund of my fare from Van¬ 
couver to Victoria, a refund I 
was entitled to because, 
through no fault of my own. 1 
hadn't been able to get on the 
3:06. 

Just for laughs sometime, 
try to fly, by any airline, from 
victoria to Vancouver for 
8U.50. You'll be charged with 
attempted fraud. 

When I was handed the cheque 
I was asked if I would like to 
endorse it and cash it right 
away. I wouldn't and I didn’t. It 
still nestles in ray wallet un¬ 
signed simply because it says 
on the back of the cheque that 
by signing it I waive ill future 
claims against Air Canada 

In court they would call it a ' 
confession of guilt. 

Eventually, after a'geat deal 
of hassle. Air Canada informed 
me that to make amends they 
had chartered a Harrison 
Airways DC-3 to fly me home. 

That was nice of them and 
I'm sure the other 27 people on 
that chartered flight (that's 
right there were 28 of us in the 
same pickle) appreciated get¬ 
ting home two hours later than 
we should have to find our bag¬ 
gage waiting in the open at Pat 
, Bay Airport. But no ground tran¬ 
sportation to get us into Vic¬ 
toria. 

I'm still waiting for an 
answer from Air Canada as to 
how they goofed so badly. And 
while they're at ft, they might 
just tell me how much the DC-3

NEW YORK *- Why is 
Nwswedc giving its archri- 
val. Time, a free ride? 

The two weekly new* giants 
ordinarily wouldn’t be caught 
dead in eaoh other's seven- 
league boots. But lately, the 
two appear to be combining 
forces, at least on one front: 
against their common foe. 
television. 

Actually, however. It’s 
Newsweek alone creating the 
assault, using Time’s reader- 
ship statistics to bolster its 

case. 

Recent Newsweek _ ads. 
aimed at potential adver¬ 
tisers. claim that more peo¬ 
ple read Newsweek and Time 
<ombined than wat^h almost 
any given television show 
The ads, which run in daily 
and trade newspapers, show a 
simple picture of the covers 
of Newsweek and Time, 
topped with .such catchy head¬ 
lines as:. “Mightier than 
Maude,’’ “Makes Marcus look- 
not - so - Wefty,** “Beats 
Bunker,” and, “Runs rings 
around Rhoda.” That cam¬ 
paign may look like a com¬ 
bined effort It Is strictly 
Newsweek'* baby, however, 
and Newsweek is paying the 
bill. In fact, until the first ad 
appeared. Time's advertising 
director said he knew nothing 
about it. 

The ad campaign is, never¬ 
theless, a highly unusual 
media effort. In. essence. 
Newsweek is selling, not just 
itself, but also the Idea of gen¬ 
eral readership strength and 
quality to advertisers, and is 
taking other magazines along 
for a free ride. Newsweek will 
not be teaming up only with 
Time; it will also be using 
leadership statistics from 
other newsmagazines, such as 


U.S. News and World Report 
and Sports D lustra ted. and 
Women’s magazines, such as 
Good Housekeeping, to match 
readership statistics against 
whatever TV show is “hot” in 
a gi\en week. 

Advertising dollars are the 
lifeblood, of the com¬ 
munications industry and the 
scramble for a larger supply 
of those dollars is a constant 
one. Magazines have tradi¬ 
tionally vied among them¬ 


selves for advertisers, each 
using a variety of readership 
statistics to back its own 
claims against the others. But 
they havf to unrry about 
competition from the other 
media, as walk 
Television’s big attraction 
to advertisers has primarily 
been the sheer size of the tele¬ 
vision audience.

Wolfe promises 
financial data 


VANCOUVER. (CP) — Fi¬ 
nance Minister Evan Wolfe 
said Friday the government is 
pressing ahead with a plan to 
institute a system of public 
quarterly financial reports. 

He said if quarterly reports 
had been available during 
1975, “It is doubtful the pre¬ 
vious government would have 
veiled an election Dec. 11. 
since the public would have 
known of the financial dif¬ 
ficulties facing the govern¬ 
ment.” 

He said these difficulties 
lorced the election, in which 
the New Democratic Party 
was defeated by Social Credit. 
The NDP was attempting to 
gain re-election before the 
people became aware of its 
problems. 

Wolfe said in a speech he 
expected the first quarterly 
report to be published at the 
end of June and the govern¬ 
ment planned a bill during the 
current session of the Legisla¬ 
ture to provide for the es¬ 


tablishment of an auditor- 

general. 

The government’s thinking 
on an auditor-general was 
“not really complete” and it 
was examining statutes of 
other Canadian jurisdictions 
that have auditor-generals. 
Wolfe said. 

“We will want to ensure the 
auditor-general’s indepen¬ 
dence and security, that he 
has sufficient tenure of office 
argl adequate staff to do his 
job." 

The auditor-general would 
not have any accountability 
covering basic policy behind 
each government action but 
his accountability would be 
“fn respect of the m ann er in 
which government is 

carried out.” 

Wolfe said the auditor- 
general would keep watch on 
whether, in the carrying out 
of policies, the government 
was spending money in an 
economical and efficient man¬ 
ner.

Ac¬ 
cording to Advertising Age’s 
year-end figures for 1975. 
about $5.3 billion went to TV 
while only $1.5 billion was 
spent on magazine ad space. 

And that, of course, is what 
magazines are imreasingly 
roncemed about, and that’s 
why Newsweek decided to 
challenge TV head-on. “Our 
story is simply that an adver¬ 
tiser can reach more people 
by using a magazine combina¬ 
tion. and you reach a better- 
quality audience, either more 
cheaply or at the same co»t,’ r 
Newsweek's advertising pro¬ 
motion director.

OTTAWA (CP) — The ex¬ 
panded Canadian Radio- 
tele vision and Telecom¬ 
munications Commission 
CRTC wffl hold Its first public 
hearing on tele-communica¬ 
tion* In Victoria May 26 when 
the British Columbia Tele¬ 
phone Co. seeks permission to 
raise $60 million by selling 
stock.

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Ombudsman director: Help or just voyeur? 


A royal commission inves¬ 
tigating the role and power of 
corporations heard different 
answers this past week to the 


question of who should serve 
on the boards of directors of 
large companies. 

An executive and a univer¬ 
sity professor both called for 



outsiders to be placed on the 
boards to serve the ptiilie in¬ 
terest but another executive 
who is a director of four com¬ 
panies rejected the sugges¬ 
tion. 

Joseph Herman, executive 
vice-president of Cadillac 
Fairview Corp. Ltd. of Toron¬ 
to. urged that “an ombuds¬ 
man director" be appointed to 
serve on the board of all pub¬ 
lic corporations and their af¬ 
filiates. 

In a brief, to the federal 
royal commission on cor¬ 


porate concentration, he said 
the ombudsman director 
would, with the help of a re¬ 
search staff, represent the 
public interest and “be direct¬ 
ly responsible to assorted in¬ 
terest groups otherwise unre¬ 
presented at the board level." 

He .said in # the brief, which 
- he presented as an individual 
and not on behalf of his com¬ 
pany, that the ombudsman 
director would play an active 
but non-voting role in man- 
‘ agement and prepare “a reg¬ 


ular social audit of the cor¬ 
poration.'^ 

John Crispo, professor of in¬ 
dustrial relations at the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto, called for 
“a truly public” presence on 
the boards of large public cor¬ 
porations. professional licenc¬ 
ing bodies and regulatory 
.authorities. 

He said individual? selected 
for such jobs should come 
from associations such as the 
Consumers Association of 
Canada, or universities, 
churches or possibly unions. 


These non-voting members 
should have access to all in¬ 
formation, he suggested, and 
they should be expected to file 
once a year a public brief on 
whether the company is obey¬ 
ing the law.

O. Twaits, president of Sar- 
calto Ltd. of Toronto, retired 
chairman of Imperial Oil Ltd.

Lauretta Shelds. secretary 
of the B.C. Association of Prir 
vate Hospitals, said the four 
hospitals which face closure 
are Richmond private hospi¬ 
tal with 81 beds, King George 
hospital in Surrey with 77 
beds, Parkridge hoapital in 
Maple Ridge and Florence 
Nightingale hospital, also in 
Surrey, both with 75 beds. 

Wages and fringe benefits 
for nursing staff in private 
hospitals were increased Jan. 
1 in an agreement handed 


down by arbitrator Joe Weiler I 
after a dispute between the 
hospitals and the Hospital 
Employees Union. The in¬ 
crease still left the private 
hospital staff far behind pub¬ 
lic hospital employees In 
wages. 

Earlier this year the provin¬ 
cial government raised the J 
welfare patient rate to $18.90 i 
from $17.26 a day, partly in 
response to increased labor j 
costs in the private hospitals. 

Hospital administrators 
Insist the increase is insuf¬ 
ficient to cover costs. 

, ‘‘We need at least $24 a day 
to cover costs -and that 
doesn’t allow for any new in¬ 
creases or contracts,” Mrs. 
Shields said. 

She said the association has 
twice made representation to 
Health Minister Robert 
McClelland and Human Re¬ 
sources (Minister William 
Vander Zalm, requeuing an 
increase in the welfare pa¬ 
tient rate.

‘Clarisa Vides Alvarado has fi¬ 
nally arrived in Victoria. 

Her home is Guatemala 
'City, devastated by an earth¬ 
quake in February, shortly 
before she was to fly to Vic: 
toria to visit Jorgen Svend- 
sen’s family. 

It was not until almost two 
weeks after the disaster, and 
« few days after 17-year-old 
Clarisa was scheduled to ar¬ 
rive here, that her family 
managed to get a phone mes¬ 
sage through to Victoria pay¬ 
ing they were all safe. 

Even now, tremors regularly 
Jostle the Central American 
country, more than 1,400 since 
the quake itself, Svendsen 
said. 

That Is why Clarisa did not 
arrive in Victoria until Thurs¬ 
day night. She couldn’t leave 
her family without assurance 
the danger was past. 

And so. every night since 
the quake, the Svendsens 
have been home at 9 p.m. - 
the time their Guatemalan 
friends had promised to call 
when Clarisa ^as ready to 
leave. Now that, she i* here, 
the Svendsens .are looking for¬ 
ward to spending some eve¬ 
nings out for a change. 

It will be a long time before 
her country settles down, lit-- 
erally. but Clarisa is not too 
concerned about the small 
daily tremors now. The popu¬ 
lar belief is that, now the big 
one has hit, it will be decades 
before another one happens, 
she said 

The last great earthquake 
before this year's was in 1917. 

Clarisa converses mainly 
through Mrs * Svendsen. but 
.she knows enough English to 
say "thanks for God" her 
family lost no relative* or 
close friends in the disaster. 

Her family escaped with a 
j: racked but still structurally 
a sound house. Nevertheless, 
they lived on the street in a 
tent for several days after the 
quake, until the house had 
been checked by engineers 
and they regained some con¬ 
fidence in its safety. She de¬ 
scribed -their return to the 
house as a gradual process, 
taking over the outer rooms 
first and finally beginning to 
use the kitchen again. 

The Svendsens helped raise 
Red Cross donations for Gua¬ 
temalan aid in February, but 
little of that went to help peo¬ 
ple such as Clarisa's family. 

The greatest need was 
among the very poor and the 
mountain village*. Clarisa's 
two older brothers, Jike most 
university students, worked in 
the mountains after the 
quake, helping to bury the 
dead and build shelters. 

Ortn of the brothers, a re¬ 
cording star, toured the United 
States holding concerts to 
raise money to aid the vil¬ 
lages. 

Workers from Canada, the 
United States, and Mexico 
were still in Guatemala trying 
to help rebuild the villages, 
she said. 

The greatest need was 
shelter, but building supplies 
were limited and there was no 
rqoney for pre-fabricated 
houses, she said. So the peo¬ 
ple were making do with what 
they could find. 

In the cities, middle-class 
families like Clarisa’s man¬ 
aged with little government or 
Red Cross help. The neigh¬ 
borhood* organized to take 
care of their residents. In her 
neighborhood, Clarisa's 


mother was one of the main 
organizers. 

Their house was the first on 
the street to have water res¬ 
tored, and they helped carry 
\^hter to other homes. The 
neighborhood also pooled food 
supplies, gave old clothes to 
those who needed them, an,d 
furnishings to those whd~had 
lost their homes entirely. 

They w ere lucky to live tn a 
rocky area, Svendsen said, 
but Clarisa's father's business 
did not fare so well. 

The warehouse for his phar¬ 
maceutical supply business 
was downtown. His stock was 
lost /and the building was so. 
badly damaged It had to be 
tom down. 

He is also having trouble 
starting the business Tip 
again. Not only must he wait 
for new shipments from his 
regular suppliers in Spain and 
find a new warehouse, most 
of his customers — the city's 
doctors — are spending ntost 
of their time with quake vic¬ 
tims in mountain villages. 

In a letter to the Svendsens 
he said he expected it would 
take six months to get the 
business going again. 

Clarisa remembers every 
minute of the earthquake it¬ 
self. from the first gentle 
sways, to the tremendous jolt 
that started an avalanche of 
noise, to neighbors crying in 
ihe street afterwards. 

Rut now, day-to-day life t* 
just about hack to normal for 
her family. 

She has come to Victoria to 
visit the Svendsens and learn 
English. In return, she is 
helping Mrs. Svendsen with 
her Spanish, and Svendsen is 
picking up a few* word* as 
well. 

The two families met last 
yeai^ when the Svendsens 
stopped for about a month in 
Guatemala during a 
iota-month tour of 23 coun¬ 
tries. 

Clarisa hopes to stay here 
until 6ctober. and use the En¬ 
glish she picks up in a secre¬ 
tarial job in Guatemala.

Illiteracy 
growing 
in Caftada 

TORONTO (CP) - A study 
conducted in 1971 shows more 
than 130,000 Canadian teen¬ 
agers were functiqna) illiter¬ 
ates and the change in ap¬ 
proach to education may be 
responsible, researcher Au¬ 
drey Thomas says. 

Mrs. Thomas, who spent a 
year studying the subject for 
World Literacy of Canada, 
said functional illiterates — 
persons with less than Grade 
9 education — constituted 
about one-quarter of all Ca¬ 
nadian teenagers not attend- 
• ing school. 

She said she was surprised 
to find so many teenagers 
wore in that category because 
the average educational level 
for Canadians has been rising. 

The emphasis on education 
in the 1960s was enjoyment 
and social skills, not academ¬ 
ic standards, she said.

Oak Bay council wants 
J7.000 in taxes that the elderly 
couple will owe by June on 
the 9.3 acres rented from the 
municipality on Cedar Hill 
Croaa Road.

Mr*. f Meams, who now has 
her own stable, said the Oak 
Bay couple kept her riding 
when she was a teenager with 
very liftle money. 

Otherwise, she might now 
be just another woman who 
had wanted to ride horses but 
couldn’t afford it. 

Elaine Dunn who ha* ridden 
with the Carleys tor 10 years 
and helps at the academy, 
said she doesn’t "want to see 
thf m kicked out.” 

And it’s no surprise that 
children taking lessons and 
hanging around after watch¬ 
ing others ride or helping In 
the bam all agree with her. 

"Everybody who rides here 
wants it to stay." she said, 
noting that its location makes 
it unnecessary for Oak Bay 
residents to own a car to ride. 

But it isn't a question of 
just the Carleys and their 
young riders against the coun¬ 
cil. Cam Spratt heads a com¬ 
mittee of parents and other 
supporters who are looking 
for means to keep the aca¬ 
demy going. 

Spratt and his committee 
are prepared to find money 
for the capital expeases de¬ 
manded by council, but want 
to meet further with it to ne¬ 
gotiate some sort of arrange¬ 
ment for. the payment of 
taxes. 

At a meeting last month, 
both Mayor Brian Smith and 
Aid. Shirley Dowell all but 
closed the door on any waiv¬ 
ing of taxes. 

Smith argued that if council 
forgave the academy’s taxes, 
other private recreational 
groups would demand similar 
treatment. 


The Carleys and the Vic¬ 
toria Riding Academy are 
facing a final hurdle they 
may not clear. 

It’s a simple matter of eco¬ 
nomics that may lead to the 
dispersal of a Victoria recrea- I 
tional facility‘with a history I 
of almost 50 years.

. It was that year he headed 
a movement to give organized 
labor it first “home of its 
, own” in the city. 

Few present-day union of¬ 
ficials knew of Watters until 
Victoria Labor Council secre¬ 
tary Larry Ryan shed some 
light on the man through re¬ 
cent resca'rch. 

Watters was a Scottish 
miner who played a part in 


the historic mineworkers or¬ 
ganizing campaigns in the 
Nanaimo area before the turn 
of the century.

Third age of television 



By BRI CE LOWTHER 

The third age of television 
came to Greater Victoria this 
past week with what ia be¬ 
lieved to be the first installa¬ 
tion of a mid-band converter 
in a Victoria home — mine — 
for a test even before mid¬ 
band becomes a viewing area 
later this year. 

This report on that test is 
designed to help viewers when 
mid-band does arrive and this 
choice must be made: 

• Do we spend somewhere 
between 150 and 1125 to see 
all the TV we’re watching 
now plus another 11 channels 
in the foreseeable future and 
with an apparently improved 
picture quality, or: 

• Do we keep what we’ve 
got, save the money and lose 
several IMS. stations we like 
to watch? 

Right off the bat. It must be 
stated that I'm going to buy a 
top-grade converter thanks to 
the test. But then, my choice 
is easy because every news¬ 
paper writer about TV has to 
keep up with the latest devel¬ 
opments. 

Your reasons will he dif¬ 
ferent and this may help you 
sort it out. 

TV’s first aze cpme in 
black and white and stretched 
from the initial first station to 
a regular Greater Victoria 
spectrum of 11 (including 
Seattle’s KTVW, now do-

funct). The' second age has 
combined color and cable to 
give most people the viewing 
of today. 

The third age. (Expected to 
last for the rest of this centu¬ 
ry. keys on an expansion in 
the number of stations which 
can be seen on ordinary sets. 
In this area imd most of the 
rest of Canad * this will come 
through harnessing of the 
mid-band area located tech¬ 
nically between Channels 6 
and 7. 

Mid-band is arriving now 
because of a Canadian Radio- 
Television and Telecom¬ 
munications policy that Cana¬ 
dian stations must get priority 
over U.S. stations on the regu¬ 
lar 2-13 dial- 

Th ere is also a second 
CRTC policy that major Cana¬ 
dian areas must have third 
TV stations and French-lan¬ 
guage channels roughly in 
order of size. That policy has 
reached Vancouver, which 
means Victoria as well. 

So Victoria Cablevision Ltd. 
will go before the CRTC at a 
May • 26 hearing in the 
Empress to seek channel 
changes forced by the CRTC 
policies as well as a rate in¬ 
crease. 

Viewers should realize that 
the Capital Cable co-op citi¬ 
zens’ group which wants to 
unseat Victoria Cablevision 
may have a goal of lower 
rates but would also be mak¬ 


ing the channel changes. Co¬ 
op or private enterprise, cable 
operators are not making the 
changes out of choice but? be¬ 
cause Ottawa says they must. 

If the cabJe firm’s plan goes 
through, the French-language 
station will be seen on Cable 3 
with Bellingham's KVOS mov¬ 
ing to its original 12. The new 
private Vancouver station will 
be on Cable 7 and Seattle’s 
KTRO will go into mid-band 
on K. 

The new Tacoma education¬ 
al station KCPO-TV will be 
seen on Cable 13. To prepare 
for future changes when the 
CBC gets a Victoria station in 
the later 1970s, KCPO will 
also be shown on mid-band N 
and Tacoma’s KSTW-TV will 
he on Cable 11 and mid-hand 
L. 

There will he seven "com- 
munity channels” with 
weather on mid-band C. news 
on D. actors’ showcase cm E, 
municipal services on F. se¬ 
nior citiz.ens on G. provincial 
affairs on H and education on 
I. Specific program details re¬ 
main to be announced. * 

Far the test, I borrowed 
from Victoria Cablevision a 
$104.95 Jerrold converter, the 
36-station panel shown in tjie 
accompanying photograph. 
Other makes ranging down to 
the cheapest. Japanese makes 
at $50 to 555. will be tested 
later for a further report. 

The CRTC has ruled con¬ 


verters may be sold or leased 
by cable firms and any other 
company which wants to get 
into the field. Experts expect 
retail prices will be kept down 
until a buying pattern 
emerges. Sellers may cut 
prices or install converters for 
next to nothing. 

My TV chair is across the 
living room from the color set 
and the panel, about six 
inches by four indies and two 
inches high, is on a table be¬ 
side it. A wire runs from the 
converter to the set and is 
tied in to Channel 3. apparent¬ 
ly for top technical quality. 

The converter has an off-on 
switch on its right side and a 
line selector at left. It can be 
moved to each of three lines, 
one for 2-13 inclusive, a sec¬ 
ond for A through L and the 
third for M through X. Push 
the middle button and your 
choice of channel is there. 

When I went to color in 
1973. 1 also got what is known 
as a remote control unit or 
channel change^, clicker or 
Archie Bunker to move from 
channel to channel either way 
(but one at a time) and pro¬ 
vide off-on control plus a 
mute and three sound levels. 

With the converter, a push 
of a button takes the viewer 
from Channel 2 to 11 without 
the in-between stops. There's 
no mute or sound levels but 1 
can.use my Archie Bunker for 
them even though the con- 


here 


\-erter is wired into the set. 

Color quality seems better 
and more consistent across 
the dial with the converter. 
That may be because Channel 
3 was used as the in point or 
because the installers made a 
color adjustment. You won't 
have to hire installers, by the 
way — I’m hopeless at that 
work but you can do it your¬ 
self. 

I’m told there is a converter 
which works without wires to 
the set and I must warn po¬ 
tential converter dealers they 
should work on that. The in¬ 
stallers said you can t^ick the 
wires under the carpet but 
my wife, possibly following 
those who buy cars because of 
their color, is very much 
against wires across the liv¬ 
ing room carpet. 

Despite the court hassle 
over the cable licence. Vic¬ 
toria Cablevision could still 
get a CRTC go-ahead on mid¬ 
band and may start prelimi¬ 
nary tests of letter channels 
as early as July. 

By the end of this year, 
viewers will need converters to 
see Channel 7 and the com¬ 
munity channels. By the end 
of this decade, viewers with 
converters probably will be 
able to pick from among 10 
stations in the 2-13 spectrum 
and 11 others in midband for 
a total of 21. « 

By. the end of the century, 
converters will be general and 
so, probably, win be pay-TV 
and even the newspaper in a 
TV picture on the wall. The 
choice ncav Is between walk¬ 
ing to the set, Archie Bunker 
or Converter; between 2-13 
viewing or all stations, and 
between 5100 or so in or out of 
your pocket.

Cut off compensation, worker at wit’s end

*‘I don’t want to be melo¬ 
dramatic,” said the voice on 
the' phone, “but hov* would 
you feel about a headline that 
reads "Worker kills himself 
unable to cope with 
Workers Compensation Board 
bureaucracy?” 

Metrhosin resident Ken 
Miller had reached the end of 
his tether when he phoned the 
Colonist Saturday afternoon. 

Injured at woPk in 1971. he 
had been drawing compensa¬ 


tion until he was arbitrarily 
cut off April 1L 

"I’m told that my problems 
are all in my mind,” said 
Miller. 

"A psychologist employed 
by the board has apparently 
decided that there are 
hundreds ot people- in the 
province iusl likg me. 

”Hc says that subcon¬ 
sciously 1 gm enjoying the fi¬ 
nancial security supplied by 
the board. 

"That security nets ml? 
57,000 a year while full time 


work would give me more 
than $16,000,’” said Miller. 

"This means apparently is 
saying that I am malingering 
oecause I can collect workers 
compensation benefits. 

"I would love to go to wr»rk 
• I could double my income 
right off the bat - unfort u- 
nafely no one In his right 
mind would employ me in the 
lob I am qualified to do ” 

Miller was employed up to 
19Y1 as a crane operator at 
Victoria Machinery Depot. 

"Somehow I fell over back¬ 


wards pnto a pile of steel, hit¬ 
ting my head and neck. 

Since his injury Miller has 
been subject to . blackouts 
which, he said, come without 
warning. 

"Since 1971 I’ve had proba¬ 
bly 24 blackouts — the worst 
of them was when I was 
working over a propane stove. 
I blacked out. and came to 
with third degree bums. 

’’Tell me. what kind of an 
employer would take me on 
as a worker? 

"I might work for a month 
and have nothing happen. 


"But at any time I could 
black out, without any warn¬ 
ing, and depending upon what 
I was doing at the time, i 
could dtt>p a load and kill 
up to 10 of my workmates.”

Miller is cuaght up in h bu¬ 
reaucratic circle — the 
Worked! Compensation Board 
cut him off benefits, so he 
went to Canada Manpowfcy 
seeking employment. 


There he was told that if he 
was well enough to work, 
Manpower could find him em¬ 
ployment. 

His doctor has refused to 
certify him as able to work. 

"Where do I go now," he 
asked the Colonist. "I lihve no 
income. I’m not fit to work. 
Does this society feel that be¬ 
cause I was injured at work I 
am now useless? 

"Where does the circle 
end?" Miller asked. 

"Does it only end for me 
out on the front lawn with a 
shot gun?”

A crowd of 115,387. betting 
record amounts oh the Derby 
as a whole and on Honest 
Pleasure as an individual, 
s a wc Cordero obey his 
trainer’s orders to the letter 
when he went to the front on 
the break and kept the lead 
by as many as five lengths 
after the first half-mile. 

“I got a book from a friend 
of mine with all the statistics 
on the Derby and studied it 
all week,” trainer Laz Bar¬ 
rera said. "I found that 65 per 
cent of horses that won the 


Derby led all the way or laid 
in second place.” 

Barrera said he never got 
around to training his horse 
for the 114 miles that the 
Derby demands. 

“I stressed two miles and 
he could have gone 1% 
today.” 

A total of $3,449,065 was bet 
on the Derby and $1,649,461 
was wagered on Honest Plea¬ 
sure to make him the first 
odds-on favorite since Native 
Dancer in 1953. Oddly enough, 
they both finished second.

Elocutionist, Eugene Cash- 
man’s Arkansas Derby win¬ 
ner, finished third and 
Amano. owned by James 
Irvin, finished fourth. 

It was Bold Forbes on the 
inside and Honest Pleasure on 
the outside, only a length 
apart, as they charged down 
the stretch through the green 
haze of a smoke bomb thrown 
on the track just after the 
race started. 

Bold Forbe’s victory made 
It three Derbys in a row for 
grandsons of the late, great 
sire Bold Ruler. 

At the wire, Bold Forbes, 
had a one-length lead over 
Honest Pleasure with Elocu¬ 
tionist another 314 lengths 
back and a gap of another 1*4 
back to Amano. 

Owner Tizol, 72, not only 
could not be at the Derby be¬ 
cause of a recent stroke but 
was ordered to watch K on 
televison or listen on the 
radio. 

It was the greatest of vic¬ 
tories for a colt whose owners 
onripi thought it might never 
race at all. 

Enrique Ubarri. one of Ti- 
zol’s neighbors, who gets his 
horses ready for the races, 
said Bold Forbes was “one of 
the most backward” yearlings 
sent to his farm h*x> years 
ago. 

"He showed no signs of 
speed and did not seem to like 
racing.” Ubarri said. 

He simply had his owners 
— and everyone elsb — 
fooled. 

In his first start, he was a 
I 35-to-l shot and neither the 


owner, the trainer nor the 
jockey bet any money on him. 

He won by 17 lengths. And 
he scored by much lesser 
odds in seven of his eight 
races as a two-year old.

A crowd of ^.100,000 at 
Wembley Stadium, including 
Queen Elizabeth, saw the un¬ 
derdog Southampton club 
score the winner on a shot by 
Bobby Stokes with nine min¬ 
utes remaining. 

In the Scottish £A Oup final 
at Glasgow's Hampden Park, 
Rangers beat Hearts, 3-1, to—- 
complete a sweep of the FA 
Cup, League Cup and league 
championship. 

England striker Mick Chan- 
non hooked a long pass from 
the right wing to midfield 
where Jim McCalliog lifted a 
floater over the Manchester 
defence. Stokes collected the 
pass and had plenty of time 
and room to make his shot to 
beat Manchester goalkeeper 
Alex Stepney. 

Southampton, listed by En¬ 
glish bookies as a 5-to-l out¬ 
sider behind the favored First 
Division Manchester club, be¬ 
came only the third Second- 
Division club to win the FA 
Cup in history. Three years 
ago. Sunderland beat Leeds in 
a similar upset. 

The Southampton defence 
sparkled against the Man¬ 
chester attack. Centre backs 
Mel Blyth and Jim Steele 
were particularly effective In 
stopping the United forwards 
short of the Southampton 
goal. 

The closest United came 
was early in the match when 
Sammy McDroy’s header 
bounced clear of the post. 

Gradually, Southampton 
blunReri the midfield control of 


Gery Daly and Lou Macari 
and Channon an Peter Osgood 
led the counter-attacks. 

Manchester United brought 
on substitute David McCreery 
in place of Gordon Hill with 24 
minutes remaining, a sign 
that United had lost con¬ 
fidence in the original lineup 
to outwit a defence that grew 
in confidence the longer the 
game lasted. 

"The longer the game went 
on. the better it was for us,” 
said Southampton manager 
4awrie McEmenemy after his 


players had collected the 
trophy and their medals from 
the Queen. 

The match remained good- 
tempered until the end but the 
Manchester fans, renowned 
for their full-throated support, 
fell silent as their - favorites 
faded. 

After surviving the early 
pressure, Southampton was 
able to draw on its one known 
advantage against a young 
Manchester club. Skipper

Elegant old Victorian 
homes appeared on the Atlan¬ 
tic sh ores while Kennebunk¬ 
port grew famous as a resort 
catering to the whims of die 
wealthy. 

Later when the Ocean Bluff 
was destroyed by fire, the Co¬ 
lony rose from its ashes, and 
before long other resort hotels 
took shape along the nigged 
New England coast. 

With the arrival of June, 
trainloads of vacationers 
swelled the population of Ken¬ 
nebunkport. They came with 
half a dozen trunks apiece. 
Some charteibyi entire freight 
cars and brought their own 
carriage horses. 

Liveried coachmen stood by 
to deliver both passengers 
and baggage to the growing 
colony of splendid homes and 
resort hotels. 

They swam In the Atlantic 
and boated down die Ken¬ 
nebunkport River, and clam¬ 
bakes were held at Goose 
Rocks while others carried 
picnic baskets to Fortune’s 
Rocks. 

In those early days it was 
difficult for the onlooker to 
tell the bather from the 
stroller, for ladies wore knee- 
length dresses, bloomers and 
stockings while men appeared 
on the beach in striped tops 
and "swrinj trunks" that fell 
below the knees. 

Obviously few complained 
of sunburns. 

And now although the bikini 
has reached Kennebunkport. 
old traditions refuse to die. 
There still remain the clam¬ 
bake and picnics on the 
beach, and new romances 
that begin in June and spend 
theirfires in eariy September, 
the melancholy end of sum¬ 
mer’s sweet days. 

Guests stroll through gar¬ 
dens at the Colony and study 
the ocean from the Seacrest 
Inn. a snug guest house be¬ 
tween Spouting Rock and 
Blowing Caves. 

Of its nine rooms only three 
have baths, but few complain 
— not with a view that stirs 
the soul. 

It is best to study the sea 
from the picture windows in 
the dining room. • Preferably 
over a bpwl of steaming 
lobster stew*. 

And there are the other 
summer places: Sleepy Hol¬ 
low .. . the Village Cove Inn 
. . . Narragansett by the Sea 
... the Noma turn. —i—-—^ 

But beyond the beach one 
special place awaits, descend¬ 
ed from Kennebunkport’s sea¬ 
faring days. It is a guest 
house, the Captain U> rd 
Manor, a 30-room mansion 
that has been restored to its 
original splendor by Its young 
proprietors, Shirley and Jim 
Throumoulos, 

Indeed, a stroll through its 

doorway is like stepping back 
into the 19th century. Topped 
by a cupola, the old three- 



storey home contains a dozen 
fireplaces, an ancient wood- 
burning stove and rooms 
which art filled with priceless 
antiques. 

During an entire year its 
young proprietors sanded its 
floors, repaired rocks and 
painted and papered its walls. 

The result is one of the nif¬ 
tiest inns in all of New Eng¬ 
land. 

, Hooked nigs cover its floors 
and handmade quilts and 
comforters are spread across 
its beds. Seven rooms are 
equipped with working fire¬ 
places and another five fire¬ 
places glow in the public 
room on the ground floor 
Rates are $25 single and 
S34-M0 double. 

Originally the home o t ship¬ 
builder Nathaniel Lord, it re¬ 
in the same family 
160 years. Capt. Lord’s 


grandson, Charles P. Clark, 
onetime president of the New 
York-New Haven and Hart¬ 
ford Railroad, summered in 
the old home, bringing with 
him rail cars filled with 
trunks, servants and horses.

Singapore’s Chinatown 
destined for demolition 


By ONG MING SE1NG 

SINGAPORE (Reuter) 

The shophouses of Singapore's 
Chinat4>wn, a shrinking maze 
at noisy narrow streets and 
alleys dwarfed by surround 
-ing skyscrapers, are destined 
for demolition. 

The cramped and dilapi¬ 
dated two-anil three-storey 
shophouses form what is left 
of crowded and colorful Chi¬ 
natown. just over a square 
mile in area in the heart pf 
Singapore. 

Chinatown's cluttered 
streets will eventually give 


way to wider roads. The shop- 
houses will *be replaced, 
under the governments plan 
to modernize Singapore,' by 
tall shopping centres and 
apartments for its predomi¬ 
nantly Chinese population of 
2.2 million. 

Until this happens, the shop- 
houses are a nostalgic re¬ 
minder for many Chinese of 
their life before they .jnoved 
intav multi-storey apartment 
houses in various parts of the 
island. 

More than 100,000 people 
still live in Chinatown, an 
area of numerous market¬ 
places, filled with the high- 
pitched cries of the vendors

and the chatter and laughter 
of women and children. 

Washing hangs from many 
shophouse windows,, strung 
out on long bamboo poles like 
multi-colored banner's. 

The shophouses are divided 
into cubicles, most of wjuch 
are Without windows. Jn each 
c ubicle of about nine feet by 
11 feet in area, a family of 
eight or more might live. 
Many sleep on the floor, often 
under the bed. 

The occupants keep their 
belongings in boxes on 
shelves. Their food is kept In 
tiny cupboards hanging ixom 
the rafters. 

The streets and back lanes 
bustle with activity. 

A fortune teller will read 
your palm or horoscope for 
two Singapcr. dollars (75 
cents. A medicine man, 
working at a street comer, 
treats patients suffering -from 
fractured elbows or dislocated 
shoulder blades. 

In an open doorway, a let- 
tenvriter wields his pen or 
brush, apparently never lack¬ 
ing customers. 

A calligraphist is painting 
banners for women who re¬ 
quire them for prayer days, 
birthdays, weddings and other 
auspicious occasions. 

Opposite, a group of illiter¬ 
ate old people squat around a 
storyteller reading ancient 
Chinese fables which include 
love stories, epics and tales of 
filial piety. 

After a strenuous hour’s 
work. the story-teller passes 
his hat for <;oins from his au¬ 
dience. 

Nearby are the wood 
carvers, shaping, scraping, 
gilding and painting ornate 
statues of gods from sandal¬ 
wood tor the citys’ many tem¬ 
ples and shrines. 

Similar statues are mass- 
produced in Hong Kong and 
Taiwan by machines and the 
art of hand-carving in Sin¬ 
gapore is slowly dying out. 

The streets also contain 
sweet-makers, candle-makers, 
incense-makers. 1 a*n t e r n - 
makers and brass-makers, all 
absorbed in their work. 

y night, tourists and Singa¬ 
poreans throng the open-air 
markets which offer bargains 
of every kind, from -suckling 
pigs to oranges, chili, popiier. 
toiletry and jewelry. 

Haggling is essential; prices 
rise and fall as the stall¬ 
holders shrewdly search for a 
gullible face in the crowd. 

Record stalls are dotted all 
along the streets each adver¬ 
tising its presence with a non¬ 
stop parade of the latest pop 
tunes blasted out through 
stereo amplifiers. 

Most of the self-employed 
Chinese in^the area work until 
late at night beforp retiring to 
their cubicles and are up at 
sunrise to start work again.

Here in Millard Sound on 
the South Island, I can see 
from my hotel window a por¬ 
tion of a lOmile fjord — 
gouged out fey a prehistoric 
glacier — that snakes in from 
the sea between sheer rock 
cliffs that rise thousands of 
feet from the calm, almost 
unfathomable waters. 

•' Dominating the sound from 
every angle is mighty Mitre 
Peak, a mile-high granite sen¬ 
tinel shining in the light like 
polished metal as innumera¬ 
ble streams cascade down its 
steep sides into the dark 
waters. 

One recent afternoon I took 
a launch trip for a close-up 
look at the sound. As wn cut 
through the tranquil waters 
we passtd close to Bowen 
Falls, which has the distinc¬ 
tion of falling up —- a hanging 
cliff diverts tlie water sky¬ 
ward before gravity takes 
over and the torrent plum¬ 
mets 530 feet info the fjord 
below 

Later we pulled into Har¬ 


rison's Cove for a look at Mt. 
Pembroke and its sparkling 
glacier, before beading for the 
entrance of the sound. Along 
the way. we attracted two 
friendly dolphins, who escort¬ 
ed os most of the way. 

1 had another type of thrJl 
at Queenstown in a jet boat 
bouncing over the rapids and 
dodging boulders in the Sho- 
tover River, which 100 years 
ago was Nay Zealand’s 
richest gold-producing 
stream. The highly maneu¬ 
verable craft skims over the 
water at 40 miles per hour 
,md then, with a flip of the 
wheel, darts off instantly in 
the opposite direction. 

It’s breathtaking, a little 
di -concerting to the stomach 
and you might get >ligbtiy 
damp, especially if you’re sit¬ 
ting at the elevated position in 
the rear where I was — but 
it s. great lun and perfectly 
safe even for little po ps.

LISBON (CP) — The Al¬ 
garve, a 100-mile stretch of 


its northern end is rich in 
Portuguese maritime hitory. 

On die flat, j utting promon¬ 
tory at Sagres, Prince Henry 
the Navigator biiflt his echoed 
of navigation in the Uth cen¬ 
tury. He lived in nearby 
Lagos, budding his shipyards 
in the large and deep bay. 
From this«harbar, his caravel- 
type ships sailed to discover 
Madeira, the Azores. Cape 
Verde, Senegal and Sierra 
Leone. 

Later. Cabral reached Bra¬ 
zil. where the Portuguese 
founded an empire; Diaz 
rounded the Cepe of Good 
Hope; Vasco da Gama pushed 
an to India and Magellan cir¬ 
cumnavigated the world. 

Lagos was often visited by 
the fleets of Nelson’s day.'In 
fact, it was said that most 
Englishmen of the period 
knew Portugal by only tpo 
things. Lagos and port wine. 

Ruined fortifications testify 
to the town's earlier occupa¬ 
tion by the Romans and 
Moors. The 18th century 
Church of San Antonio is 
worth a visit, with its white- 
and-blue tiled walls and paint¬ 
ed rococo-style wooden altar. 

The capital of the Algarve 
is Fain, an important town 
since Phoenician times, 
Almost at the centre of the 
coastline. On the central 
square are a fine old cathe¬ 
dral and bishop's palace and 
a good ethnographic and mar¬ 
itime museum. 

A feature of the Algarve is 
the Moorish-style chimneys, 
high oblongs of mortar 
pierced to allow smoke to es¬ 
cape and often decorated with 
Moorish designs. 

Silves, in the hills 37 miles 
from Faro, was a Moorish 
stronghold. Its reds tone castle 
and fortifications and the 
later cathedral escaped an 
18th century earthquake that 
almost destroyed the town. 
Enormous cisterns were in¬ 
stalled capable of holding a 
year’s supply of water and 
there are-caves for food. 


Wreck 

museum 


A maritime and wreck mu¬ 
seum in a Napoleonic fort, 
overlooking the coast where 
117 ships have been lost, has 
opened At Rocquaine, Guern¬ 
sey. 

The museum, in Fort Grey, 
built in ISM as part of the 
British defences against the 
French, plans to feature four 
wrecks sunk off the west 
coast, and displays will irv 
clude a naval cutter Sprightly 
and a Cypriot timber ship 
Prosperity, lost with all 18 
crew in 1974. 

Local shipwreck enthusiast 
Richard Keen reckons there 
are about 500 wrecks in 
Guernsey waters, but the big 
prize waiting to be discovered 
is the Channel Fleet flagship, 
HMS 0 Victory, which sank 
near Alderney in 1744 with 
1,100 men on board.

Arthritis 
drugs 
on way 

VANCOUVER (CP) — Ar¬ 
thritis sufferers are being of¬ 
fered additional hope through 
two experimental drugs that 
their painful disease can be 
arrested, a British arthritis 
specialist has said. 

' Dr. E. C. Husteson, senior 
lecturer in rheumatology at 
St Bartholomew’s Hospital in 
London, told the local arthtitis 
centre that trials of the top 
drugs at his hospital indicate 
that penicillamine and leva- 
misote are effective in a high 
percentage of cases. 

He spid their effectiveness 
and side effects are similar to* 
those of gold, which has been 
used for some time'to treat 
rheumatoid arthritis. 

Huskinson said penicillamine 
controlled the disease in 44 
per cent of the cases, com¬ 
pared with 22 per cent for 
gold. 

He added that trials on the 
second drug have only been 
conducted for nine months, 
but so far it seems to be as ef¬ 
fective as the other.

Bridge champs under cloud 


Smoky trick charged 


ROME (AP) — j Italy’s 
world championship bridge 
team, accused last year of 
using foot signals under the 
table, is being charged with a 
new bit of chicanery this year 
—smoke signals. 

The man who raised the 
charges, a leading Italian 
player who failed to make the 
famed Blue Team, says there 
is a tape recording to back up 
the allegations. But those ac¬ 
cused of misusing their ciga¬ 
rette smoke say their accuser 
is jealous, that the tape has 
been manipulated and that 
the case is going to end up in 
court. 

The controversy has rocked 
the team on the eve of its title 
defence ip Monte Carlo start¬ 
ing Sunday. 

The charges are that Benito 
Bianchi, now retired from the 


team, and Piero Forquet ©x- 
changed messages with 
smoke signals from cigarettes 
they were smoking during a 
championship game. Where 
and when the game was 
played are not known. 

The charges come from 
Ieandro Burgay. and he has 
produced an alleged taped 


phone conversation with Bian¬ 
chi to support his claims. 

Burgay said Bianchi 
confessed his tricks during a 
conversation which was taped 
and sent to the Italian Bridge 
Federation. Burgay also pro¬ 
duced the testimony of an ex¬ 
pert that the tape had not 
been manipulated- -

Bob Hallgren’s dream has all come true 


During our recent \isit fc> 
the North Island we tossed »r 
Cantor's Cheslakes cam|>- 
ground on the Nimpkish 
River, and at Rayonier's Mar¬ 
ble River campground, nine 
miles along the road to Port 
Alice. 

We had never overnighted . 
before at the Marble River, 
but we knew the area well. 

On our first drive into the 
North Island - the week after 
the road opened in 1964 -- 
we spent our first night with 
Rayonier officials on the eve 
retirement at Bab HsBgren a* 
Rayonier superintendent in 

that aiba. 

At that party the Marble 
River Park area was officially 
dedicated as a park and it 
was given file name Hallgren 
Park; but in later years it 
has become known as Marble 
River Park. The day after tt*» 
party — hangovers and all — 
we visited Hallgren Park with 
e-'T* ■,*** hi* 

dream for that park. 

It has all come true now'. 
There are 33 campsites, nes¬ 
tled in forestland beside the 
river, some beside fishing 
pools. There is a trail leading 
downstream to the fishing 
spots and the big river-lake 
pool we fished successfully on 
that first visit. 

There is also a scenic up¬ 
stream trail and a boat 
launch raft from which you 
can launch boats and cruise 
upstream into the seven-mile- 
long Alice L^ake. 

Marble River campground 
is an ideal base camp for 
North Island visits and in non- 
operating hours it is possible 
to travel MacMillan Bloedel 
logging roads for visit* to a 
lovely little demonstration 
forest, a scenic drive around 
the eastern shore of Alice 
T^ake to boat launching and 
picnicking areas, and visits to 
the unique Eternal Fountain 
and Devil’s Bath scenic at¬ 
tractions. 

You can even drive through 
In Port McNeill via the Ben¬ 
son Lake - Keogh I-ake Road 
connection' which Was only 
pushed through in the past 
couple of weeks, since we 
were there. 

You can also drive around 
the top end of Alice Lake and 
take a road that connect* up 
with the main road between 
Marble River Park and Jeune 
Landing, or you can take an¬ 
other turn onto a road that 
completely circles 10-mile-long 
Victoria Lake. 

We had intended to explore 
those roads, but thanks to our 
CB radio we found out about a 
washed-out bridge . . . and 
that litHe bit of information 
saved us many miles of hard 
logging road driving. 

We started out from the 
Marble River campground to 
explore this MB logging road, 
which is through active tog¬ 
ging and only open at week¬ 
ends and during non-opera- 
tional hours. 

Here is our mile-by-mile 
trip. 

Mile Zero—Junction off the 
Beaver Cove-Port Hardy 
Road. It is a left turn coming 
from Port McNeill on the Port 
Alice highway which is 
paved. This junction is the 
Mile 25 mark between Beaver 
Cove and Port Hardy* in our 
„ Logging Road Travel Book. 
Mile .?—Rayonier’s Beaver 
Lake picnic spot on the right, 
a delightful spot. 

Mile 4.9—Road on left leads 
to O’Connor Lake where 
Rayonier has provided six 
picnic tables, boat launch, 
swimming facilities, along 
with skiing and fishing. We 
started up thus road, but there 
aitq so many, crossings and Ys 
that weren’t shown on the 
Rayonier map that vye gave 
up trying to find O'Connor 
-I^ke. Next time we w ill enlyt 
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Marble River campground hag giteg among grand, tall trees 


we immedaitely thought they 
had started to log Marble 
River Park, for which we feel 
such a deep association. 

Rut, it wasn’t so. A sign told 
the story. On Nov. la, 1975. 90 
nhle-an-hour winds raced 
through the park causing 
blowdowns of some of the 
spectacular trees. It was real¬ 
ly quite a sight. 

A tree tottered over our 
motor home in the campsite 
we selected beside a fishing 
hole in the river. When fairly 
strong winds and heavy rain 
came in the middle of the 
night, I became a little rest¬ 
less and wondered if wk 
should move to another site. 
But I w-cnt back to sleep. 

It is 24.4 miles from Marble 
River by paved highway to 
Port Alice. 


a little help from Rayonier or 
local officials. 

The highway now passes 
through 1966 plantation 
country and the trees are 
starting to grow nicely.

Right on MB main line log¬ 
ging road, open for recrea¬ 
tional travel at all times, to 
Rupert Inlet, where there is a 
picnic site near the junction 
with the Rayonier Rupert 
Inlet Road from Port McNeill. 
The MB main line road (this 
section open all hours i con¬ 
tinues along the foot of Rupert 
Irtlet and follows t ile Qua tee 
River into Port Hardy. 

Mile 7.4—Sarah Lake on 
left. Road winds alongside 
lake. Logging has spoiled sce¬ 
nic beauty of this lake, at 
least for now. 


Mile 9.1—Marble River 
bridge. Marble River is not as 
beautiful as we remember it 
our first visit. It is now full 
of big snag*. 

Mile 9.8—Left for boat 
ramp. Right for campground. 
The campground Is delightful¬ 
ly located in the tall trees, but 
we got quite a shocker as we 
entered it. There were lots of

We returned to the Mile 6.6 
junction for logging road ex¬ 
ploration and turned right to¬ 
wards the demonstration 
forest. 

Mile Zero—Junction, turn 
south. This MB active logging 
road is ctoaed during opera¬ 
tional hours. * 

Mile .7—Spur 16 on left We 
go straight ahead. 

Mile 1 A— Demonstration 
forest on-right. Park. Walk up 
road for one-tenth mile, 
through Sitka spruce plants' 
tion. established 1965. Signs 
point out damage to Sitka 
spruce caused by wind blown 
alder branches and by Sitka 
spruce weevil. 

Then take off to thf left on 
a short loop trail through 
small plantation areas 
Douglas fir. natural hemlock, 
spaced hemlock and more 
Sitka spruce. - 

Signs point to the dif¬ 
ferences between natural 
stands of hemlock and 'spaced 
stands, with the spaced stands 
much bigger trees 

Other labels point out such 
things as fireweed, saliribn- 
berry. balsam, shore pine, 
wild current, salal. western 
red cedar, huckleberry and 
diseases which strike the 
forest trees. 

All in all it is an entertain¬ 
ing and educational visit, 
ideal for an evening trip from 
the Marble River base camp.

are beginning to recover from 
the bitter blow inflicted by 
Princess Anne, Queen Eliza¬ 
beth's outspoken daughter. 

The tall, blonde princess, 
still on Jhe short list for the 
Olympic equestrian team de¬ 
spite cracking a vertebra in a 
fail, was asked recently why 
she insisted on taking part in 
fox hunts despite cpticism. 

Instead of the royal mollifi¬ 
cations usual in controversial 
matters, the princess said 
bluntly' that she liked fox 
hunting. 

She went further. One of the 
men who had complained 
about her fox hunting had 
been fishing. What made him 
think fish didn't feel pain? 
One need hardly stress that 
there are millions of fisher¬ 
men in Britain. 

Came to that, she said, 
what about the people who ate 
chickens raised under factory 
conditions and their eggs? 

The usual scandalized 
protests poured in from ani¬ 
mal lovers and ecological so¬ 
cieties. 

But they knew they were 
wasting their time with Anne. 
She may be the daughter of a 
queen, but she tends to act as 
if she had as much right to 
her opinion as an ordinary 
Briton. 

So action is the word and 
the next hunting season, from 
November to the end of April, 
ought to be one of the most in¬ 
teresting since the chase of 
the fox was put on a formal 
basis about the year I860. 

The hunt saboteurs have 
said they will be out in 
strength strewing false acfcnts 
all over the farmlands used 
by the various hunting packs 
to give the fox what they al¬ 
lege is a sporting chance. 

In their recent annual con¬ 
vention the Young Liberals 
were even more specific. 
They voted to sabotage any 
hunt in which Princess Anne 
(and presumably her husband 
. Capt. Mark Phillips) takes 
part. 

Since Royal participation in 
a hunt rarely is announced in 
advance, the junior members 
of the Liberal Party will pre¬ 
sumably set up a foxy In¬ 
telligence system. 

But what disturbs the anti¬ 
fox hunting faction in the 
Royal Society for the Protec¬ 
tion of Animals and kindred 
thinkers is the fact they have 
been campaigning against the 
hunt for many years, but the 
sport does better all the time. 

As this season drew to a 
close, Lt. Col. John Cham¬ 
ber layne. honorary secretary 
of the Masters of Foxhounds 
Association, governing body 
of the pursuit, said there are 
now 206 packs of foxhounds in 
Britain. 

This is 11 more than there 
were in 1335 and 40 more than 
in Edwardian Britain in 1905, 
when anybody who was any¬ 
body shot anything that 
moved. 

Chamberlayne said that on 
any Saturday in the season 
there will be 250,000 people 
out following a hunt.

Do- 
mengeaux said. "Many of our 
Acadians believed they had 
suffered hardships because of 
their deficiencies In the En¬ 
glish language, and they felt 
they should encourage their 
children to devote most of 
their attention and time to 
learning English." 

| More than one-third of I/Hii- 
slana's four million population 
speak and understand French, 
but tt is an oral language that 
was arrested In Its develop¬ 
ment about 200 years' ago. En¬ 
glish wards often are tossed 
in If the speaker can think of 
no equivalent. 

"There is basically nothing 
wrong with our French that a 
little grammar wouldn’t im¬ 
prove," said Domengeaux, 
who speaks French but does 
not read or write it.

Butcher blocks becoming ‘in’ fashion I ThoButchoT 


Old-fashioned butcher 
blocks are becoming about as 
obsolete around meat markets 
as are flat straw hats, but 
they are very much “in” in 
home kitchens these days. 
Modern meat markets are re¬ 
placing the old wooden blocks 
and cutting tables with new 
plastic ones, which have the

cided to remodel our kitchen. 
I talked her Into a kind of 
• early meat market” motif — 
butcher block counter tops 
and pot* hanging from meat 
hooks. She even let me hang a 
couple of country hams jn the 
comer — but no sawdust on 
the floor. She wouldn't allow 
that! 

One of the counter tops had 
to be specially’ made. Fifty 
inches by ten feet, it divides 
the cooking area from the ki¬ 
bitzing area. A great slab of 
laminated maple — it’s beau¬ 
tiful! 

After it had been installed, 
it occurred to me that I had 
never seasoned a butcher 
hfork in ihy life. In all of the 
markets where I’ve worked, 
the blocks got there long be¬ 
fore I did and were well worn 
when I arrived. But I knew 
the "old timers" had a way of 
seasoning a new block so that 
it stayed hard, easy to clean 
and looking great lor years. 

I started asking around. 
FYank Keane, one of the all- 
time great butchers in the 
country (he’s my boas) told 
me how it’s done. “Seal it 
With paraffin. You know', that 
wax stuff used to seal jelly 
jars? Melt it, then paint the 
melted paraffin over the sur¬ 
face of the block. Scrape rt off 
with a block scraper and re¬ 
peat the process. 

"Do that three or four 
times, scraping the surface 
well between coats. You don't 
want any paraffin to remain 
on the surface, but what seeps 
into the grain seals the wood 
so that it holds its color, 
doesn’t soak up water as 
readily and stays looking good 
for years. 

“Once you’ve got it sealed, 
nib a little mineral oil or pea¬ 
nut oil on it from time to time 
to keep it looking beautiful. 
To clean it, use the scraper, 
then just wash it with hot 
water and a little ammonia.”

Legal Aid 

cutbacks 

deplored 

VANCOUVER (CP) - 
Unless an additional $1.1 mil¬ 
lion is made available to the 
legal - services commission, 
more drastic cutbacks will be 
, necessary in administering 
Legal Aid services, Frank 
Maczko. Legal Aid director, 
said Saturday. 

Maczko told the provincial 
council of the B.C. branch of 
the Canadian Bar Association 
that the basic sufferers "are 
going to be women and chil¬ 
dren in family law matter*.” 

Legal Aid services will re¬ 
ceive $5.5 million from the 
legal services commission 
this fiscal year. The commis¬ 
sion had asked the provincial, 
government for $8 million but 
received only-$7 million. 

The council passed a resolu¬ 
tion deploring the effect of the 
budget and urged the. govern¬ 
ment to provide additional 
funds lor legal aid services so 
that Legal Aid can be main¬ 
tained at not less than the 
1975 levels. ^ 

Don* Jabour, chairman of 
the commission, said that rep¬ 
resentations had been made 
to the attorney-general’s de¬ 
partment and the law founda¬ 
tion regarding the urgent 
need for additional funds. 

..Don Molr, chairman of the 
family law section of the B.C. 
branch of the CBA, said that 
if Legal Aid was withdrawn 
from, family law matters, the

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U.S. violence 
hits schools 


WASHINGTON fUPI) — 
Hundred* of armed youth 
gangs aro>*i>reading terror in 
U.S. cities by seizing control 
of school classrfame and 
playgrounds and inflicting in¬ 
jury and death, rf government 
report aays. 

“Murder by firearms or 
other' weapons, the central 
and most dangerous form of 
gang-member violence, in all 
probability stand*, today at 
the highest level it has ever 


reached in the history of the 
natiori.*’ the report said. 

The gangs have staked out 
their territory in school build¬ 
ings and surrounding areas, 
“making claims of ‘owner¬ 
ship’ of particular 
classrooms, gyms, sports fa¬ 
cilities . . : in some instances 
to the entire school," the re¬ 
port said. 

The report gave results erf a 
study financed by the Law 
Enforcement Assistance Ad¬ 


ministration, which focused 
mainly on six eities — New 
York, Los Angeles. Chicago. 
Philadelphia, Detroit and San 
Francisco. 

In contained these conclu¬ 
sions: “That youth violence is 
more lethal today than ever 
before, that the security of a 
wider sector of the citizenry 
is tlireatened by gangs to a 
greater degree than ever be¬ 
fore.’’ 

The report also concluded: 


"Violence and other illegal 
activities by members of 
youth gangs and groups ... of 
the middle 1370s represent a 
crime problem of the first 
maghitude. which shows little 
prospect of early abatement.’’ 

New York was found to 
have the biggest concentra¬ 
tion of gangs. Police estimate 
there are 315 with 8,000 "ve-rv 
fled” members and 20,000 "al¬ 
leged" members.

UNITED NATIONS (CPF- 
Compromise has been struc* 
at the big UN Law of the Sea 
conference and hope has been 
vtved that delegatee may be 
able to agree on a workable 
international code for the use 
of the seas, including fisheries 
and mineral resources. 

Delegates say some ..give 
and take has developed In the 
positions of the coastal states 
which want exclusive rights to 
their offshore waters, and the 
so-called landlocked states 
which feel they should have a 
share in the resources of 
those waters. 

Compromise points may be 
made known early Ibis week 
when a revised negotiating 
text is issued by the three 
committees which have been 
working on the document 
since the conference convened j 
March 15. Deliberations end 
Saturday. 

The conference had bogged 
down in demand* by the land¬ 
locked states, which include 
countrifla with little or no 
coastlipe, for access to the 
sea through the territory of 
coastal neighbors and for 
rights in their neighbors' off¬ 
shore waters. 

For their part, the coastal 
states w f ant exclusive—with 
the emphasis on exclusive- 
rights to fisheries and mineral i 
resources in a zone extending ! 
200 miles out to sea from their 
shores. 

They have been willing to ; 
share with the landlocked and , 
other geograpliically disad¬ 
vantaged states the proceeds 
from the mining, by an inter¬ 
national authority, of valuable ! 
minerals known to be avail¬ 
able for harvest on the deep- 
sea bed. 

Some delegates say reaction 
to the new negotiating text , 
will determine whether the 
conference wilfl go Into an- ' 
other session, as originally 
planned, this summer to give j 
final form to an international 
sea law. Delegate reaction 
will depend on the shape of 
the compromise proposal* j 
and whether they will be ac- 
rentable to the coastal ftates. 

Highly-placed members of 
ihe secretariat, the UN staff 
people who provide the mech¬ 
anism for UN conferences, 
are talking about yet another 
session, beyond the scheduled 
midsummer meeting, to bring 
the law into final shape tor 
presentation to member gov¬ 
ernments. 

That may prove to be one 
d-osdon too many for some of 
the major delegations whose 
members already have j 
worked through two long con¬ 
ferences since 1374 and had 
hoped that agreement might 
he nailed down thls^year and 
a treaty signed early next 
spring.

Meredith Babeaux Brucker, 
who hd invited me. was wait¬ 
ing in the forecourt. She had 
picked up some sandwiches at 
a restaurant, down at the foot 
of the hill she said, and we 
would be lunching upstairs in 
Edmond's room. 

Flower gardens were in full 
color around the court. 
"Those are pink dianthus." 
Mrs. Brucker said. "Those 
are blue hollyhocks over 
there, of course, and these 
are, oh, something blue, and 
those are somethng yellow." 

"We entered the house. In- 
the living room two Chinese - 
vases sat on the mantle of die 
carved maitrie fireplace.

The salon de musique 
looked out over a porch to the 
east, an elegant small room 
with glass doors and a hand 
painted fresco ceiling. A harp¬ 
sichord, a violin at rest on a 
cabinet, a music stand, a 
harp.,. It would be a remark¬ 
able modem family, I 
thought, that could put those 
instruments to civilized use. 

We looked into a library 
with leaded glass bookcases 
and solid mahogany walls, 
and an adjoining study that 
had been decorated with 
equestrian pictures and tro¬ 
phies.

Each 
room was being decorated to 
reflect the taste of some 
imaginary person.

We descended into a large 
basement whose raw concrete 
walls had been painted to re¬ 
semble wood. A cabinet had 
been installed for the 
master’s wine books and wine 
log, and a bench on which, 
Mrs Brucker said, he liked to 
pot bromehads. In one comer 
stood a hand loom the size of 
a grand piano. I couldn't quite- 
imagine a modem woman 
who would be content to 
spend her time in the base¬ 
ment weaving cloth while 
her bibulous husband potted 
bromeiiads.

We climbed two flights to 
Edmond's room. It was sunny 
and colorful, in green and 
white, but it had an antique 
elegance whose focal point 
was a backless couch or love 
seat with wood scroll arms, 
like the one Madame Reca- 
mier sits on, rather uncomfort¬ 
ably, I have always thought, 
in the famous portrait by Jac- 


ques-Louis David. It stood 
under a canopy of green cloth 
and looked useless except per¬ 
haps for the first moves of a 
stylish but difficult seduction.

Garden notes 


CREEPING OHARIJE (8.D., 
Sidney) 

That bit of creeping weed 
you sent me is Nepeta hedera- 
cea, a member of the catnip 
family, as you can tell from 
the aromatic smell at the 
crushed leaves. 

The plant has a number of 
popular nicknames and is 
Known variously is Oeeping 
Charlie, Ground Ivy and GiJ- 
OveP-ThfrGround. 

With its scalloped dark 
green leaves about the size of 
a silver dollar and Its little 
dark blue flowers, this weed 
makes a very good ground 
cover tor places where grass 
will not grow, thriving in ei¬ 
ther full sun or light shade. 
There la a variegated form of 
grey-green leaves edged with 
cream which is often sold tor 
use in hanging baskets and to 
dangle over the dge of win¬ 
dow boxes and planters. 

At one time, the old herab- 
lists used the juke from the 
leaves and stems to treat sore 
and itching eyes.

I had lunch the other after¬ 
noon at the old Pegfair house 
in Pasadena and heard the 
kind of story that made me 
wish I were Somerset Maugh- 
an, so I could get it down the 
way we would have—spare 
and poignant and without sen¬ 
timentality.

RUBBER PLANT (F.O.C. 
Nanaimo) 

A leaf taken from a nAber 
plant can be rooted in a jar of 
water, but when planted up in 
* pot of soil, that single leaf 
will stay g reen and alive for 
years without eyer developing 
into a plant. 

You can't start a rubber 
plant from just a leaf, aa you 
would an African violet or a 
Gloxinia; you must have a 
stem cutting, as you would 
with a geranium slip. 

Actually, the best way to 
get t new plant from an old 
rubber plant is to use a very 
old Chinese technique, known 
as air-layering. 

It is a bit difficult to explain 


the modem version of this 
age-old method without 
sketches and diagrams, but 
I am sure you can find an 
easy-to-follow explanation in 
any library book on plant 
propagation. 

OUC*0O SPIT (D.W., Vic- ' 
Ms) 

Those blobs of froth you are 
finding on your garden plants 
are caused by an insect 
known as the FrOghopper or 
Cuckoo Spit 

You will find a tiny green 
nymph in the centre of each 
bkb of spittle; the creature 
surrounds itself with this froth 
for concealment from birds 
and other predators. 

If there are not too many of 
these sapsucken in your gar¬ 
den, the easiest way to con¬ 
trol them ia to hand-pick 
them, squashing the nymph 
with the fingers. 

I must admit this is a 
rather messy business, as the 
froth looks so much like real 
spit, but ordinary insecticides 
are not very effective because 


of the protective covering. I 
have had pretty good results 
simply by hitting them with a 
forceful jet of water from the 
hose. The birds find the juicy 
morael fairly readily once the 
protective froth Is washed

I couldn’t find any trace of 
Insect damage or disease on 
the blades of grass you en¬ 
closed. but what I DID notice 
wss the white and ragged tips 
of these leaves of grass. 

From this, I would say you 
are using a rotary power 
mower with a Mad* that needs 
sharpening. The whitish color¬ 
ing of the tips is caused by 
the bruising of the grass by 
a dull blade, while the 
ragged, tattered edge shows 
that the grass is being tom off 
rather than cut cleanly. 

If you have the blade shar¬ 
pened professionally, I think 
you will notice a big dif¬ 
ference in the appearance of 
your lawn.

1. Orphaned at 9, he was 
brought up by his aunts. Left 
college without a degree, and 
led a profligate life until he 
entered the army, taking part 
in the defense of Sevastopol. 
He was excommunicated by 
his chruch in 1901, and aban¬ 
doned his wife and many chil¬ 
dren, all of whom but the 
youngest sided with their 
mother. He died alone in a 
railway station. 

2. Bom in Normandy, the 
bastard son of a duke and a 
tanner’s daughter. He built 
many castles and garrisoned 
them with troops, ravage!) 
great seqtions of land, burn¬ 
ing houses, crops and cattle. 
He fought in battle intermit¬ 


tently with everyone, includ¬ 
ing an army headed by his 
own son, and was fatally in¬ 
jured In a riding accident in 
France. Has son ,likewise wee 
killed by an arrow during a 
hunting party. 

3. Son of an affluent wipe 
dealer, he became a page, 
then was taken prisoner with 
the English army invading 
France. Ransomed, he spent 
a half-dozen years as a 
courier on diplomatic mis¬ 
sions, then as envoy to sever¬ 
al Italian cities..He was a cus¬ 
toms controller, justice of the 
peace, and Member of Parlia¬ 
ment, retiring as deputy for¬ 
ester to complete his lfe’s 
work; living in Westminster 
Abbey, where he was buried. 

4. Born to til health — his 
mother died when he was a 


year old—he spent much of 
his life working in bed, frorn- 
his schooldays on. He settled 
in Holland until the Swedish 
queen, Christina, hired him to 
instruct her three times a 
week at 5 a.m. He was dead 
of pneumonia after a few 
months of this rigorous sched¬ 
ule, and his body — all but his 
head — was returned to his 
native France. 

5. She is known wholly by 
her nickname, which means 
"playful one." Captured as a 
hostage for English prisoners 
held by her father, she was 
converted to Christianity and 
baptized as "Rebecca." Mar¬ 
ried to a widower, she and 
her husband moved to Eng¬ 
land, where she was given a 
royal reception at court. She 
died at Gravesend in her 


twenties, after bearing one 
son, who emigrated to Vir¬ 
ginia and became a promi¬ 
nent planter. 

6. Descended from English 
Quakers, he began his career 
as a "wagoner" and then an 
"advanced agent'-’ for the 
Transylvania Company. He 
served several terms in the 
state legislature, but his titles 
to large tracts of land were 
disallowed by the govern¬ 
ment, and he disgustedly 
moved to Spanish territory, 
wherifi he was made a district 
magistrate. His name became 
internationally famous when 
Byron mentioned him in Don 
Juan.

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Oil, gas 
accord 
thought 
unlikely 

OTTAWA (CP) - Prime 
Minister Trudeau meets the 
10 provincial premiers next 
Thursday to haggle over 
higher , oil and natural gas 
prices, but chances of an 
agreement ere slim. 

Strong opposition to price 
increases from some prov¬ 
inces, principally Ontario, is 
expected to scuttle hopes of a 
consensus among all 11 gov¬ 
ernments on a new price to go 
into effect July L 
1 Many officials at both the 
federal and provincial levels 
feel the meeting behind closed 
doors at the prime minister’s 
residence will break up with¬ 
out a new oil price. 

Ottawa then would be 
forced to negotiate higher 
prices with the producing 
provinces of Alberta and Sas¬ 
katchewan, as it did last year, 
imposing the higher prices on 
the rest of the country in a 
federal budget expected 
sometime in late May. The 
same format was followed 
last year. 

The meeting comes on the 
heels of a federal energy poli¬ 
cy document, calling for 
higher prices to encourage ex¬ 
ploration and conservation, 
perhaps as much as $5 on the 
current $8-a-barrey price with¬ 
in two years. 

This year, government of¬ 
ficials indicate, the increase 
will likely amount to $1.50 to 
$2 a barrel, or about six to 
eight cents on the price of a 
gallon of gasoline or home¬ 
heating fuel. 

While Alberta. Saskatche¬ 
wan and the oil companies 
supported the new federal 
strategy, others criticized 
sharp moves toward world 
price levels, currently $12.50 a 
barrel landed in Montreal. 

Newfoundland says it sup¬ 
ports a price increase of 
about $1 a barrel, but adds 
that the federal policy of mov¬ 
ing close to world levels in 
two years is "a cause for 
great concern.” 

Ontario describes the pro¬ 
posal as "a sham” and pro¬ 
posed its own plan. This 
would set a blended price for 
oil on the basis of $8 a barrel 
for current reserves; a higher 
price for new oil Reserves, 
and tfri international price for 
imports. It says that would 
lead to a price increase of 
about 20 cents a barrel, or 
one-half cent a gallon. 

But Ontario’s proposal has 
little chance of success since 
Ottawa—and Alberta which 
produces 85 per cent of the 
country's oil—are opposed. 
Alberta says it could never 
agree since all its oil is "old 
oil" and would be sold at the 
current $8 a barrel. 

Meanwhile, two provinces 
will be fighting their own bat¬ 
tles for a subsidy on electrici¬ 
ty .costs. But here, too, there 
seems little hope of success. 

Nova Scotia and Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island, which depend on 
oil-fired thermal generating 
stations for most of their elec¬ 
tricity, 8 ay they already pay 
the highest power rates in the 
country and will face whop¬ 
ping increases this fall If the 
proposed new oil price goes 
into effect. 

They have asked for a sub¬ 
sidy on power rates for up to 
six years, allowing them time 
to switch to other forms of 
eleatric power generation. But 
Finance Minister Donald 
Macdonald, who promised Ot¬ 
tawa would consider the re¬ 
quest, says he personally is 
not in favor of a subsidy.

Admitting that he received 
a notice of the informal meet¬ 
ing, Forde pointed out that his 
aldermen are well aware he 
spends every weekday morn¬ 
ing in his office at municipal 
hall and is not available for 
afternoon meetings. He 
charged them with “purpose¬ 
ly planning the meeting at a 
time they knew was not con¬ 
venient for him." 

He claims the municipality 
has a “healthy surplus" and 
said this was achieved “only 
by overtaxing the taxpayer.” 

Council, he said, refused to 
go through the budget item by * 
item as has been the practice 
in previous years. 

Instead, they instructed the 
administration to arbitrarily 
hike the mill rate by five 
milk. - 

The mayor is adamant the 
budge! will be gone over item 
by item and warned “it is 
possible the budget will, not be 
adopted by the May 15 dead¬ 
line." 

The mayor accused his al¬ 
derman of disregarding the 
act when they Instructed the 
administration to prepare the 
budget bylaw. 

Such action must be done 
by resolution of council, he 
said, as he charged the aider- 
men with “disobeying the act 
which governs us." 

He also claims the adminis¬ 
trator and treasurer “broke 
the law” by accepting the re¬ 
quest and agreeing *to prepare 
the document. 

Forde said there are many 
areas of the draft budget with 
which he disagrees violently 
— especially the projjosed 
capital works program. 

Council, be said, does not 
seem to know how to hold the 
line.

B.C. vintners vigorous 
in defence of product 


A s|x>kesman for the B.C. 
wine industry said Saturday 
that an MLA’s criticism Fri¬ 
day tn the Legislature w^as 
“hysterical and irrational." 

Brian Roberts of Victoria, 
general manager of the Asso¬ 
ciation of British Columbia 
Wineries, was reacting to 
statements by Stephen Rogers 
(SC-Vancouver South), who 
described B.C. wines as “real¬ 
ly unbelievable garbage." 

In a prepared statement 
Roberts called Rogers’ re¬ 
mark that people weren’t buy¬ 
ing B.C. wines "ludicrously 
incorrect.” He said that be¬ 
tween 65 and 70 per cent of 
wines sold in government li¬ 
quor outlets were made n this 
province. 

The association Roberts 
represents includes Andres, 
Calona, Casabello, Jordan's 
and St. Michelle. ^ 

In answer to Rogers' state¬ 
ment that B.C. wines needed 
strong competition, Roberts 
said there were 20 foreign 
wines selling at $3 or less, 42 
selling between $3 and $4. and 
nearly 200 selling at more 
than $4. 

“We live in an age of 
charisma," Roberts said. 
“The only difference in B.C. 


and. say. French and German 
wine is where it's made.” 

Roberts said Rogers’ asser¬ 
tions on the production of B.C. 
wines were “complete fantasy 
anf far more than irrespon¬ 
sible." 

Roberts said the Liquor Ad¬ 
ministration Branch retained 
the services of wine consul¬ 
tant Peter Adams' of England 
about a year ago, and that 
Adams had personally told 
Roberts that if-he (Adams) 
lived in B.C., he would drink 
B.C. wines. 

“I place more reliance on 
ihe opinions of Peter Adams 
than on those of Stephen 
Rogers in such matters," 
Roberts concjpfled. 

He said his industry wanted 
to keep British Columbians 
working, “not people behind 
the Iron Curtain working.” 

Asked if the so-called 
charisqia theory worked in re¬ 
verse, with B.C. wines being 
more popular in Europe. Rob¬ 
erts said no, because of the 
wage and production costs in 
B.C. 

”We find it very difficult to 
sell abroad. It’s difficult to 
hurdle very high tariff bar¬ 
riers with which other coun¬ 
tries surround themselves. 1 ’ 


fle staunchly defended the 
light, bubbly wine which 
Rogers referred to as "B.C.

VANCOUVER (UPI) — For 
thousand* of Canadian 
tourists, It’a mors of a hassle 
getting to Mexico these days. 

But so far they appear to be 
adapting to the problem and 
the sunny land of fiestas and 
Mariachi music remains a top 
attraction for hoiidayers 
going abroad. 

For 1ft weeks, CP Air, Cana¬ 


da's second-largest airline, 
has been forced to'stispend all 
serv ices to Mexico because of 
a strike by flight attendants 
based in the Mexican capital. 

The move leaves only two 
carriers — Aeromexico nn<b 
Spain’s Iberia Airlines — with 
non-stop services linking Can¬ 
ada and Mexico. Both operate 
from eastern Canada. 

So all passengers from 


western Canada — and any In 
the East unable to get reser¬ 
vations on Iberia of Aeromex¬ 
ico - wind up having to get a 
connecting flight in the United 
States before they can com¬ 
plete their journey. 

"However, we don’t expect 
there will be much effect on 
tourism from Canada,” 
Carlos Hampe, regional direc¬ 


tor of tiie Mexican national 
tourist council, said. 

"The two countries argfi’t 
cut off from r#ch other. It’s 
just that the trip now takes a 
little longer for some people.” 

Hampe said the number of 
Canadians visiting Mexico has 
been growing at 15 to 30 per 
cent a year and last year rose 
to a record 200.000. 

A spokesman for Western 


Airlines, which operated a 
Vancouver-Los Angeles-Mex- 
ico City link, said: "Our traf¬ 
fic went up considerably when 
CP Air went out, 

"But we expect it to start 
getting back to normal soon. 
Canadians don’t travel so 
much to the sunny south dur¬ 
ing the summer.” 

MeanwhHe, CP Air has in¬ 


troduced a flight - schedule 
change which could have a 
major effect on the position of 
the striking flight attendants. 

It has decided to eliminate 
?rmanently a Mexico Clty- 
ih. Peru, service for which 
the strikers were demanding 
exclusive job rights. 

The airline is flying from 
Canada to Peru non-stop.

With about a third of the 
vote counted. Reagan led in 
92 raves. Ford none with no 
results from the otohr four. 

Carter was also leading 
impressively. Propelled by his 
big win in Pennsylvania Tues¬ 
day. the former Georgia gov ¬ 
ernor led in 84 races, with 
Bentsen leading in only five. 

The kind of lead, combined 
with expected wins next week 
in Indiana, Alabama and 
Georgia will make Carter 
almost unbeatable for the 
Democratic presidential no¬ 
mination.

Why doe* the Canadian Coast Guard want to lake 
charge of marine rescue operations in Canada? 

Several reasons were gleaned from interviews Fri¬ 
day with officials bn several sides of the fence in Vic¬ 
toria, Vancouver and Campbell River. 

One that stood out was an apparent coast guard 
belief that's the way to pry more rescue equipment 
from the federal government. 

Several said Ottawa would more likely cough up 
needed equipment if rescue became the prime function 
of the Canadian Coast Guard rather than an armed 
forces sidelight. 

One CCG official put it this way: "If it comes under 
one department, that department would have more le¬ 
verage to demand facilities.” 

Rescue calls now go to national defence rescue co¬ 
ordination centres before action by either coast guard 
or armed forces staff. 

But there are more factors behind the coast guard 
recommendations government officials first tailed of 
this week, which include: 

# Takeover of marine rescue throughout the 
country. 

• Provision of more and updated vessels. 

It's part of what a knowledgeable B.CT rescue agent 
calls "a financial struggle between DND and the coast 
guard." 

"Whoever gets the search and rescue contract will 
get far more money from the federal government to up¬ 
date their current equipment plus get more," Dr. Bob 
Sommerville said. 


Network of coastal staff 

A Campbell River resident who has buiK up a net¬ 
work of coast rescue staff, all volunteer like himself, 
SommerviUe has yelled long and loud about lack of I 
cue equipment on the west coast. 

He initiated pressure campaigns within the last 
year that eventually grew to include some B.C. munici¬ 
palities. 

And though his war cry hasn’t changed, it needn't. 

Nothing has been done about the situation he sim¬ 
ply describes this way: The West Coast has more than 
three times the number of marine incidents than the 
Last Coast, but Last Coast rescue centres have,four 
times the aircraft and vessels of western centres. 

Financial struggle or not, armed forces rescue per- 
sonriql resent the coast guard's attempt to take over 
what has been their responsibility for almost 20 years. 

They resent statements such as that by one COG of¬ 
ficial that "search and rescue is a bigger and more 
vital area of responsibility f>»r the coast guard (than for 
the armed forces).” 

And they’re afraid the feds don’t intend to provide 
more rescue equipment —no matter who does the job. 

"The coasl guard is no more dedicated to search 
and rescue over other functions than the armed forces 
is," a rescue centre staff member said. "They don’t 
know any more about search and rescue than the 
average tugboat skipper." 

Rescue co-ordination centre personnel are by and 
large career rescue men. 


Longer than anyone else 

Parallel personnel in the COG are not specially 
trained, they contend. 

"And we’ve been at it longer than anyone else," 
one said. 

They’ve been at it since 1947, when an arm of the 
United Nations first put some cohesion into rescue pro¬ 
grams that had run haphazardly since their hasty war¬ 
time births. 

TTie OCG. formerly the marine services division of 
what was then the department of transport, has <«nly 
been in the rescue business since its inception in 1962. 

That 14 years was time enough for the service to 
come of age, though, its officials apparently said in 
their recommendations. . 

Armed forces rescue people in general don't object 
to the coast guard’s running the show as long as ser¬ 
vices aren’t just duplicated. 

Many think they will be. 

«i<’s going to be a duplication of facilities. The Ca¬ 
nadian civil service has an amazing ability to perpetu- 
,ate Itself. It’s bureaucracy," said one. 

Most people on both sides would be happy whether 
the recommendations are carried out or not as long a* 
the feds come through with bigger, faster and better 
equipment. 

No promises have come through on that score. 

Nor have the coast guard recommendations hern 
made public, and government officials say they likely 
won’t he until Transjjort Minister Otto l^ang and cabi¬ 
net review them.

More clashes 
in Lebanon 

BEIRUT (AP) - Savage 
artillery battles and house-to- 
house fighting swirled through 
downtown Beirut on Saturday 
while political efforts to end 
Lebanon's civil war hit a new 
obstacle. 

Police said more than 100 
persons were killed and 150 
wounded In the clashes that 
followed postponement of a 
parliament session called for 
Saturday to elect a new pres- 
. ident. 


On Thursday, the Victoria 
YM-YWCA officially begins to 
take its Second Step. 

The Second Step is a three- 
week-plus effort to raise 
51,350,000 in the first major 
campaign since 1962, when 
the present building op Cour- 
ney Street was erected. 

William Skinner, executive 
director of the "Y,” described 
the goal set for the campaign, 
which ise xpected to end June 
1, as a realistic one.

• Additions to the main 
building on Courtney Street — 
51.275.000. 

• Expanding outdoor edu¬ 
cation program, including up¬ 
dating and winterizing Camp 
Thunderbird near Gltnz Lake 
in Sooke 150,000. 

• Expanding extension 


programs, providing equip¬ 
ment and vehicles so that Y- 
trained leaders can go to 
lower Vancouver Island points 
to help community programs 
525,000. 

Skinner pointed out that the 
present building, for which

Victoria Paper Boy 
Became Consul - General 


I have had a letter from Albert 
Whiteley, who lives in retirement in 
Ottawa, after a distinguished career 
in federal service, including a term as 
Canadian consul-general in Seattle 
He’s one of many Victorians who 
have gone far afield, vowing that, in 
retirement, they would retire here 
Few ever do that; having lived 
•way from Victoria they can no 
onger stand living here, apparently 
— which is almost a treasonous ut¬ 
terance for a native son to make. 

It seems to be that way with Mr. 
Whiteley, though how anyone in his 
ight mind could live in Ottawa, if he 
lidn’t have to — and enjoy it passeth 
ill my understanding. 


When I think of Ottawa, with its 
lilingualism, its government ex- 
ravagance, and its horrible weather, 
shiver and shudder and grow pale 

Ab Whiteley, graduate of old Vic¬ 
toria College at Craigdarroch Castle, 
ind other high institutions of learn¬ 
ing. has now written a book on the 
W’hiteleys of Newfoundland and men¬ 
tions the famous medical missionary 
Grenfell. 

Three of the Whiteleys came to 
British Columbia — Capts. Jack and 
Bill, seafarers both, and their sister, 
who was Mrs. Hiram Robertson, 
mother of Victoria’s beloved Dr. Rus¬ 
sell B. Robertson, who, ip his day. 
brought half Victoria into the world. 

The Capt. William Whiteley home 
was on Yates Street hill. Everyone 
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Charterhouse was used as sleeping 
. quarters for night-duty nurses. 

• One walked out through the 
gateway, with statue of Henry VIII 
above it. around Smithfield Meat 
Market, and so to Charterhouse, with 
its age blackened oak. and somewhat 
uneven floors. 

The hospital dates back much 
further than Henry's time — to 1123 
\ I) . when it was founded by a 
Norman monk. Rahere, who first 
built the beautiful Norman church of

As it turned out. (lap- 
tain Voss" did not have 
long to wait to find out. 

Soon came an invita¬ 
tion from Talbot Clifton, 
one of the many monied 
Englishmen who had 
been drawn to this 
seaman of adventurous 
and independent 
character, to aeeompany 
him to Ecuador in 
search of gold. 

An intriguing proposal easy to ac¬ 
cept, but first he must say farewell to 
the beloved friend Tilikum that had 
carried him so far. i Whether he then 
sold her to Harold Ingersoll. the man 
who, in 1906, put an engine in her. or 
whether she had already had another 
owner when Ingersoll bought her “in 
a factory yard at Harlesdene is not 
clear.) At any rate, Voss was never to 
see her again. 

Even though both man and canoe 
were to return to Victoria, by the 
time Tilikum was brought back in 
1930, Voss was dead. 

★ ★ ★ 

After arriving at Guayaquil 
Ecuador's main port) Voss and 
CllftOO soon expended $10,000 (a huge 
sum in 1905) on outfitting with tools, 
ammunition and supplies, a 35-man 
execution to prospect in the moun¬ 
tains of the interior of the country. 

But then, alas, disaster! Before 
they could start, a revolution erupted 
and. in consequence, foreign prospec¬ 
tors' permits were cancelled. 

Of his experience of the revolution 
Voss gave a dramatic account on his 
return to Victoria—a tale of rebels 
breaking into the police station, of 
their seizing the force's arsenal and 
*rf hundreds of deaths and casualties^ 
that followed. 

While Clifton seems to have stayed 
on in Ecuador, Voss decided to return 
to Victoria, his route via Panama, 
New York and las will uppear later) 
possibly California. 

The little captain arrived home on 
i lie evening of March 3. 1905—almost 
five years after he had left here on the 
voyage destined to become a perma¬ 
nent part of maritime history.

He spent his. first night at Qqeens. 
the hotel he had once owned — 
although he must have been surprised 
to find this one-time centre for 
seamen now advertising itself as the 
Poultryman's Hotel! 

First, of course, before he could go 
to bed. he must satisfy the news¬ 
papers. and the next morning the 
Colonist carried a lengthy front page 
account of his adventures. 

Once back, it did not take Voss 
long to on<*» again assume the role of 
hotelier and, speeding up the matter, 
was the opportunity to acquire the 
handsome, towered St. Francis Hotel 
on lower Yates Street. . 

It was built in the 1890s as the 
Oriental (it stood at the comer of 
Oriental Alley). In the spring of 1905 
it had been lavishly renovated by new 
owners—two young Englishmen, 
Evans and Carroth. 

It was re-opened, with much 
publicity, as the St. Francis, but the 
grand venture had a short life. The 
two men had sadly overreached their 
finances and by November they were 
bankrupt. 

★ ★ ★ 

Their ill-fortune was Voss' oppor¬ 
tunity. little more than a week after 
his return home the re-opening of the 
St. Francis Hotel was again being 
advertised. Gentlemen and ladies 
were invited to attend—to look over 
the hotel and dining room and, in ad¬ 
dition. to thrill to the story of the new 
proprietor, Captain John Claus Voss. 

It is hard to resist comparing the 
man, now so ready to stand up and 
talk, with the quiet man who left Vic¬ 
toria in 1901. Then, all the lectures 
that were expected to finance 
Tilikum's ambitious voyage were to 
be given by his “mate.'' Norman Lux- 
ton. Voss’ role was confined to that of 
seaman and navigator. However. 
Luxton's subsequent abandonment of 
the venture left Voss, of necessity, 
financier too. 

At first he attempted to meet ex¬ 
penses simply by the display of 
Tilikum in a dosed tent - admittance, 
sixpence a head—with the voyager 
himself mingling incognito with the 
crowds. 

But this did not bring in sufficient 
funds and Voss had to add a 
travelogue. That he found this a pain¬ 
ful experience is evidenced by the 
fact that several appearances later 
i when lie had moved from Australia 
on to New Zealand) his mate at the 
time, the ebullient Buckridge, found 
it necessary to stiffen his skipper's 
courage by advising him to “think of 
the audience as a field of cabbages! ”

However, back in Victoria he was 
among friends and those who came to 
the St Francis that night of March 21. 
1906, thrilled at his stories of tropical 
isles and savage seas. Adding glamor 
to the night was the band that played 
on the sidewalk outside the hotel and 
the tall, handsome daughter who 
stood beside him 

Five years earlier, when Voss left 
Victoria, Carolyn had been but a 16- 
year-old girl. Now she was a young 
woman of erect and regal bearing 
who stood proudly beside the father, 
so recently returned from his heroic 
voyage. 


about the city, stopping at the Oak 
Bay Hotel where Mrs. Wilson and 
several of the guests at the hotel sup¬ 
plied some excellent music. On their 
return to the St. Francks a scrump¬ 
tious wedding repast was served, 
after which the evening was pleasant¬ 
ly spent with music." 


Music all the way apparently, yet. 
sad to say. the marriage was fated to 
he very short for in August that year 
the 43-year-old bride was dead—the 
funeral taking place from St 
Andrew's Cathedral. 


Hut. to return to the happier days 
of spring. 1906 a time of much ac¬ 
tivity for Voss, April 3 saw the receipt 
of a letter from interested (and ap¬ 
parently. wealthy) parties in Britain 
asking him to buy. outfit and man a 
boat to proceed from here to Ecuador 
to renew a search for gold “beneath 
the Southern Cross," according to the 
Colonist. 

This news must have created a 
flurry of activity and hope along the 
waterfront, but if anything more 
came of it, it was not reported in the 
press. 

There was another boat, though, 
with which Voss was to have, for a 
time, a close connection — Quadra, 
the first lifeboat on Canada's west 
coast. Voss was first captain on this 
35-foot boat after her arrival from her 
Vancouver builders in July, 1906 



The committee, mainly composed 
of laymen, must have been glad, 
however, to have been able to engage 
the veteran Captain Voss to get 
together and train, two or three even¬ 
ings a week, eight or 10 men to handle 
the long-awaited boat. 

Would that we could see one of 
those practices. Voss certainly show¬ 
ing himself a rigorous coxswain. 

But. by October, the committee 
found Voss resigning, dissatisfied 
with having been paid but five dollars 
a month (about 30 cents for each hour 
of practice, according to him) instead 
of the $100 he had thought agreed on 
On Voss resignation the Quadra 
was reported as laid up at Point El¬ 
lice. awaiting the installation of mast 
and sails. 


But some connection with the sea 
Voss must have. In November, in 
company with two veteran sealers, he 
bought the 50-foot Ella G. Plans were 
made to leave two months'earlier 
than the regular fleet and intercept 
the herds off Cape Flattery bn their 
way north — a scheme that was never 
to prove successful for any hunter and 
probably not for the Ella G. either. 

All this suggests that adventurer 
Voss was not finding hotel-keeping 
the life for him. Possibly the fact that 
he was now a widower also had 
something to do with the far! that, 
probably sometime In 1907, 
proprietorship of the St. Francis 
passed to other hands, the Victoria 
Directory for 1908 listing the lonely 
captain as in rooms at 745 Pandora. 

He was not in them for long Before 
the end of the year he was off across 
the Pacific to join the Japanese seal¬ 
ing fleet, its vessels not restricted by 
tiie treaty signed by Russia, the 
jU.S.A, and Britain in an endeavor to 
allow the recovery pf the decimated 
seal holds of the North Pacific. 

In Japan the famous sailor was 
soon master of a splendid 125-foot ves¬ 
sel and by April. 1909. was seen with 
her at Jedway in the Queen Charlottes 
walling the arrival of the Princess 
Beatrice. With her would come mail 
and. more important, the charts for 
which he had sent before leaving 
Yokohama. 


In command of a valuable vessel 
and said to be planning to 9eal in 
Hecate Straits. Voss was in a dif¬ 
ferent situation from that of 1901 that 
saw him setting out from Victoria in 
the light little Tilikum armed with but 
one chart (if such it could be called) 
covering the whole Pacific 

By mid-December he was back in 
Yokohama with a fine catch — 1,093 
skins, these said to come mainly from 
around the Kurile Islands, a bit of 
news that may have soothed the feel¬ 
ings of Victoria sealers, who with their 
boats tied up in harbor by their 
country’s agreement with the U S A. 
and Russia, probably had not thought 
much of the previous Hecate Strait 
plan 

It was perhaps at the end of this 
trip that Voss sent to Carolyn in 
Portland the “bolt of Japanese silk," 
some of w'hich still survives. 

For some years Voss continued 
sealing with the Japanese, but when v 
in 1911. Ja$an too signed the Inter¬ 
national Pelagic Sealing Treaty 
prohibiting the seal hunt, the sealing 
career of the Victoria captain was 
over. 

Voss was now at a loose end and 
ready to accept when asked to join 
two young men, in an expedition to 
the South Seas in the yawl Sea Queen. 

In August they set off, but even the 
presem e on board of a sailor who had 
weathered many ocean storms 
was not able to keep upright the 25-foot 
yawl when she was struck by the 
monster typhoon of Aug. 31, 1912. 


The 200-mile an hour winds turned 
the Sea Queen completely turtle, 
threw Voss out and left him clinging 
to the keel. But then — wonders! Up 
she came — though grievously 
damaged as to hull and rigging. 

But Voss was not the man to sec 
any situation as hopeless and, 
somehow, repairs were made suf¬ 
ficient to bring yawl and mer. back to 
Japan that had given them up for lost.

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ST 
SOOKE 
ROAD 


If a road could be picked up 
piece by piece, and draped over a 
museum wall, this is what shoultl 
happen to the Hast Sooke Road. 
People could come and stare at 
this quaint little road from the 
pn*l..jyfh its twists and twirls, its 
*>udden corners, its narrowness, 
potholes, ditches blooming with 
trilliums and red currant ami 
•make fences appearing here and 
there. 

Per hap* our museum could show a stuffed deer 
missing two feet in front of a terrified car, rac¬ 
coons and mink could gleam from the roadsides 

The roadside's should be shown thick with trees 
cedar and fir. willow and wild cherry. There are 
houses too. but most of them don't show. They 
crouch down between the road and the water, so 
well hidden by trees and rocks that they could he 
caves 

V isitors to the museum would stare at our fun¬ 
ny little road, perhaps laugh and then sigh It would 
remind them nl country roads of their childhood* 
and they d say You don't see roads like that any 
more 

Hast Sooke Hoad won't be seen much longer 
cither because it s in the process of being 
improved" and in time, all its little peculiarities 
will undoubtedly be straightened out and covered 
up by blacktop. 

Some are sorry to see this happen and others 
are glad, because there have been accidents on this 
twisting road with only a middle to travel upon. It's 
impossible of cours'e to drape it over a museum 
wall, but perhaps 1 can describe this flighty little 
r<«d. so loaded with charm. 


We’ll start at the end of the road where it 
comes dramatically, smack up against a large 
wooden gate and a sign saying Silver Spray Ranch 
This is a beautiful ranch, green fields, grazing 
cows, trees, and old white farmhouse. If we could 
get into a boat and row around the water side of the 
ranch on Juan de Flic a Strait, we'd see more fields, 
cows and sheep and little bays and inlets looking 
just right for a picnic. 

Bui we ll stic k to the road and turn our backs on 
Silver Spray Ranch because the gate and the 
wooded land on either side of the road is bristling 
with No Trespassing and No Hunting signs 

The woods on the side of the road are thick 
along here with lir. cedar, hemlock and spruce 
The road at this end is already widened, but before 
widening was very narrow, very potholey, for city 
folk a terror to drive The ditches all along East 
S««»kc Road arc* a mass of growth and at this far 
end where the ground seems moister, huge Ini- 
hums can be seen in the* springtime. Ladyslippers 
and wild violets bloom and up on the rocky banks 
arc red currant bushes 


Qt/AINT 1JTTLE ROAD from past is being modernized 


The entrance- tu Fast Sooke .Park is not lar 
from the end of the road and if we want to 
sidetrack here, there Is a nice walk along a 
trail to Iron Mine Bay. a lovely view here over 
the open water, especially on a windy day. 
fir we can sidetrack again in the park and 
wander along trails up and over Mount Maguire 
w here the old iron mines are This is a day hike and 
one emerges much furl her down East Sooke Road, 
m ar Tlmberdoodlc* 

We ll stick to East Sooke Road where the road 
is running alongside Sooke Harbor on the left as we 
face town and the high hills of East Sooke Park on ^ 
llie right There are homes along here on the water 
side but the land runs down steeply to the sea and 
the driveways arc steep and most of the houses bid¬ 
den.

INTRKlllNr. NAMES 
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At the corner of Eliza Point and East Sooke 
Roads is a rocky, but very pretty farm. For many 
years it was owned by the Volkers who sold out two 
years ago and moved up to Salmon Arm. It 
belonged originally to the Thornetts. an old East 
Sooke pioneer family. The farmhouse here is well 
hidden by a huge rock but when one wanders down 
the winding entrance road and around this rock you 
find yourself in an English country garden. Old 
fashioned flowers bloom, under the shade trees are 
many hydrangea bushes and there is an oak tree on 
the property which the Thornetts called the Royal 
Oak. This oak for many years bore a plaque stating 
that the tree was grown from an acorn picked up 
on the grounds of Buckingham Palace. 

More homes and some summer cottages ap¬ 
pear as we leave Eliza Point comer, many of them 
on large acreages and still well hidden from the 
road There are snake or rail fences, old gates and 
old wooden name signs. 

Most of the homes are still on the sea side of the 
rood, with waterfrontage and lovely views of the 
harbor. The Dixie home is on a large acreage, has 
a big orchard and the most spectacular stone wall I 
have ever seen. It separates their property from 
the next one. is eight or 10 feet high and runs for 
more than 200 feet from their bouse to the water 

Seagirt Road subdivision appears next. This is a 
crescent-shaped road that leaves East Sooke Road 
to circle around Billings Point which juts out into 
the water. There are more than 40 homes on 
Seagirt, some of them summer cottages, and 
almost all of them with beautiful sea views. 

Seagirt Road and a few adjoining houses on * 
East Sooke Road are lucky enough to belong to the 
Seagirt Waterworks District. This means that they 
get piped water across the harbor from Sooke. The 
rest of East Sooke depends on well water and a long 
hot summer presents many problems 

In the centre of the crescent formed by Seagirt 
Road is a pond surrounded by trees and bushes 
Frogs croak here in tl& spring, there are hundreds 
of waterlilies and ducks and blue heron abound. On 
bright days when the sun streaks dowTi through the 
trees.and the pond is covered with its usual light 
layer of mist it is a delightful spot to visit. 

On the East Sooke roadside near Seagirt, 
there is an enormous cedar tree that measures 30 
feel in diameter. Beyond Seagirt we pass a piece of 
property with the fascinating name of Clownswobd 
carved on an old. old sign. It has a rail fence well 
weathered by the years 

Another attractive old sign is Three Acres and 
further down. Kenilworth and Leadrona. On all 
these properties there is no house in sight from the 
road, just the old name signs and the thick woods 
beyond the old fences. 


What a desecration it would be to see 
places like this disappear and bungalows with 
tidy green lawns appear dotted with pink 
flamingos. 


Then we come to Glenairlev. now owned bv the 
Sisters of St. Ann and a weekend retreat for the 
sisters. Here they come to rest, to play tennis and 
swim and to take walks. Glenairlev has been here 
for a long time. I,ong before the sisters owned it it 
belonged to the Morgans and they ran a tea room 
out here. 

Glcnairly is more open than the other places 
Through the trees along the roadside we can see 
rolling green fields and down near the water, the 
large main house and the cottages where the sisters 
stay. The Horgans still live out here, next door to 
Glenairley. Their house is near the road but like 
most East Sooke homes, well concealed by trges 
A road takes off from our main road akfimto 
Pirn Head, a high rocky point jutting out into the 
sea. overlooking Sooke Basin on one side and 
Anderson Cove on the other. 

This road was at first horribly misnamed Ex¬ 
ecutive Drive, a name not at all suitable in the land 
of Timberdoodle Road. Seagirt and Eliza Point 
Roads. It is now named Anderson Cove Road which 
is a little better There are several very nice new

buckets.

Maple sap is thin barely sweet and as colorless 
ae spring water TV distinctive maple taste comes 
4«i»y through boiling. The sugar sap is a hit of a 
.mystery . . it seems that each fall the tree 
produces its own supply of starch to act as an an¬ 
tifreeze for the roots in winter With the melting of 
snow water enters the roots and begins the circula¬ 
tion of sugar-water through the tree in prepara¬ 
tion for the growing season As a result, sap runs in 
tits and starts from the first thaw until the bods 
lum to leaves 

Tada> sap gathering is the same but the 
equipment » different. Taps are made of mefal 
aud the backets are atamiaam ar plastic with 
Wds la keep tke sap rifts. Sap is still gathered 
In gatag from tree ta tree then taken to the 
wgsr shark. 

Here the collected sap is boiled down to syrup 
in flat metal tanks or “evaporators." Sap must be 
boiled the same day it is gathered so very hot. 
steady fires are kept going at all times. About 32 
gallons of maple sap must be boiled to make one 
gallon of syrup. You can see why the real maple 
*yrup is such a prized product 

Maple syrup was part of my childhood 
memories we lived in Ontario, but my father's 


business took him to Quebec several times a year 

each spring he sent home 100 pounds of maple 
sugar It came in a wooden box in five-pound 
Works 

The sugar could be melted into syrup for hot 
cakes or for Johnny cake Grated, the hard sugar is 
bke soft brown sugar but with that gorgeous maple 
flavor. We used this on rice pudding or on porridge 
or spread it thickly between the layers of layer cake 
^ while the cake was still warm from the oven When 
cold this cake was covered with thickly whipped 
cream No one gave a fig for calories in those far 
elf days. 

Outside of just pouring maple syrup tner 
practically everything, there are so many lo\e- 
,1> things to do with that it's bard to decide how 

to use it. 

Everyone knows about an Upside Down Cake 
but have you ever made it with apples and maple 
*yn»p? Served warm with plain or shipped cream it 
is a dessert fit for a king. 

MAPLE SYRUP AND APPLE UPSIDE 
DOWN CAKE . . . one-quarter cup butter or 
margarine, one-half cup maple syrup and four ap¬ 
ples Melt the butter in a nine-inch pan. pour in the 
maple syrup Core, peel and slice apples and ar¬ 
range in a single layer in the butter and svrup.

DEAR HEIjOISE: 

One of my pet saving: 
orange marmalade. 

When anyone peels an o 
we save the peels, for th 
the basis of marmalade. 
Freeze the peels until i

BATTER one cup sifted cake flour, cne- 
quarter teaspoon salt, three eggs, two teaspoons 
lemon juice, one-and-a-half teaspoons baking 
powder, ode-half teaspoon mace, three-quarter cup 
white sugar and six tablespoons hot milk. Sift 
together the flour, salt, baking powder and mace. 
Break eggs into a deep bowl and beat until very 
thick Add sugar gradually, beating constantly, add 
lemon juice. Fold in flour mixture alternately with 
the milk Spoon over apples in the baking pan Bake 
at 350 deegrees F. for 40 to 45 minutes Remove 
from oven, turn upside down on serving plate Cut 
in wedges. 

Apples baked with maple syrup are a taste 
treat. 

MAPLE RAKED APPLES . apples, maple 
syrup, butter, raisins and cinnamon. Core apples, 
till cavities with raisins. Mix equal parts soft butler 
and maple syrup. Press raisins down then top with 
svrup-butter mixture. Sprinkle with cinnamon. Ar¬ 
range in shallow baking pan Pour a little syrup 
around apples Bake, basting several times with the 
pan juices, until apples are soft. 

Maple cream topping makes a delicious 
garnish for many desserts. 

MAPLE CREAM TOPPING ... one cup whipp¬ 


ing cream, one-third cup maple syrup Have bowl 
and both ingredients very cold. Whip cream until it 
begins to thgicken. then add the syrup very slowly, 
continuing to beat mixture until it keeps its shape. 

MAPLE-APPLE BREAD PUDDING one 
cup soft fresh bread crumbs, one-half cup maple 
syrup, one cup water, three-and-a-half cups diced 
apples peeled, two tablespoons butter, pinch salt, 
some fine bread crumbs, apple slices and sugar 

Mix bread crumbs, apples and salt. Place mix-* 
lure in buttered pan Bring maple syrup and water 
to a boil. Pour over apple mixture. Sprinkle with a 
lew fine bread crumbs Peel and core one large or 
two small apples, cut in circles, dip in sugar and ar¬ 
range over top of crumbs. Melt the butter and drib¬ 
ble over top. Bake in a pre-heated 350 degrees F 
oven until apples are tender, about half an hour. 
Serve with pouring or,whipped cream.

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THIRTY-FIVE-YEAR B.C. coastal veteran Prince George in happier days. 

DEATH BY FIRE 


l)«*alh by fire. This grim fale 
has befallen many ships over ihe 
years. One of ihe best known of 
British Columbia's seagoing 
sisterhood to end her career in 
flames was the original Canadian 
National steamship. Prince 
George. 

Ironically, some 30 years after, her successor, 
the Ss. Prince George II. also had her career as a 
passenger liner cut short by fire 


On the morning of Sept, 23, 1943, Daily 
Colonist headlines announced the 35-year-old 
coastal veteran had been destroyed by fire at 
Ketchikan. 

Missing, and presumed dead, was fireman 
Verdun McDaniel, of Vancouver, who was trapped 
in the engine room when flames erupted aboard the 
docked steamer at 8:30 the previous morning 
Within a matter of minutes, the flames spread from 
their point of origin, near the engine room, until 
they engulfed the 375-foot vessel s entire 
superstructure. 

The Ketchikan fire department and members 
of the United States Coast Guard immediately 
answered the alarm, and battled with hose and 
chemicals for 90 minutes; only to find the aging

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liner beyond hope of saving, and the adjacent 
waterfront endangered by the rapidly spreading 
flames. 

As hundreds watched, the Canadian tug General 
Kennedy secured a line to the dying steamer and 
managed to tow the listing Prince George to nearby 
Pennock Island, some two and a-half hours after 
the fire was discovered. 

However, as the inferno increased in intensity, 
officials began to fear that flying sparks would ig¬ 
nite a forest fire on the island, and the Prince 
George was again taken in tow; this time to be 
beached on Gravina Island. 

Assisting in the evacuation was the USCG ves¬ 
sel Annapolis, several smaller craft, and a 
Ketchikan fireboat. 

Aboard when the blaze broke out were 95 
crewmembers and a dozen passengers. One 
crewman. Luigi Vilanaua. was overcome by smoke 
The others were removed to the coast guard base 
Most of the ship's company lost all of then- 
belongings aboard ship. 

Hero of the drama was third officer Percy 
Smith who. awakened by smoke, rescued the 
ship’s night baker from an adjoining cabin. 

“I was asleep when- the fire started," he ex¬ 
plained. I awakened and smelled smoke and got up 
immediately. When I realized what had happened I 
ran to the next cabin to awake the ship s night 
baker and get him out. 

“I think it's wonderful the way the coast guard 
and fire department handled the fire. I have never 
seen firemen be on the job so fast. 1 ' 

Curiously, Smith had asked to leave the ship at 
Prince Rupert, but had been persuaded by ( apt 
Neil MacLean to remain aboard for the remainder 
of the voyage. Smith lost everything but the clothes 
he was wearing. 

before the alarm was given, passenger 
Mr/T William Wikstrom and her companion were 
seaVching their stateroom for the stem of her 
watch Both had commented upon ‘ how hot the 
floor was." Minutes later, the fire gong sounded 
and they knew why. 

All passengers and crew members expressed 
their gratitude for the fact that the fire had not 
-broken out while the ship was at sea. 

According to dockside witnesses, the fire, its 
origin not immediately known, erupted between 
Nos. 1 and 2 stacks and spread swiftly throughout 
the ship. 

As CNR Superintendent G. A MacMillan hur¬ 
ried northward aboard the CPR s Princess 
Adelaide. Ketchikan residents responded to their 
city's lack of sufficient hotel accommodation for 
the George's stranded company, and opened their 
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homes to passengers and crew, as the CNR ap¬ 
pealed to members of the crews families in Van- 
rouver to ship them clothing to replace that lost in 
the fire. 

Burning of the popular three-stacker reduced 
the CNR to a core-weekly Alaskan service, h being 
announced that the Ss Prince Rupert would leave 
\ ancouver each Monday morning at nine, reluming 
there each Saturday at 2 p m (mediately upon the 
disaster, hundreds of would-be passengers were left 
wailing at Prince Rupert where they had expected 
u< board the Prince (ieorge for Vancouver. 

It was a sad e»d for the veteran which had 
sor\cd on the nigged British Columbia coast 
since entering service in 1910. 

Converted from coal to oil in 1912. the Prince 
George served the Royal Canadian Navy 
throughout the First World War as a hospital ship at 
Esquimau. Shortly after the outbreak of hostilities, 
six* earned undying tame when she w»9 sighted by 
Admiral von Spee s Pacific squadron which, but for 
the fact that the Germans mistook the George s 
three funnels for those of HMS Newcastle and sur¬ 
mised that a Bntish fleet was nearby, might well 
have paid B C. ports a visit—with devastating 
results tor our ill-prepared coastal defences 

In later years the Prince George provukd a 
triangular service between Seattle. Vancouver and 
Prince Rupert. 

Three days after fire broke out aboard the 
Prince George. Ketchikan firefighters 
dcclared,the battle finally ended, although the 
ship's plates were as yet too hot to permit a 
boarding party to sift through the debris for the 
remains of missing crewman McDaniel 
Twenty-eight years of age. the five-year RC AF 
veteran had been discharged but live weeks before, 
.mil was trapped in the engine room 

Two of his shipmates had risked their lives in 
trying to reach him "1 heard him scream alter the 
fust llashback ol otl, said lb-year-old ship s hand. 
Raymond Hurley 

I was serving breakfast in the engim-er s 
ipiai lers right next to the engine room, when the 
ml caught lire 1 ran up forward and spread the 

alarm.*’ 

When Douglas Marshall, 17. who worked with 
McDaniel as day fireman, rushed to the upper deck, 
he had cried “There's a man trapped down there’ ’ 

\ third-class engineer identified only as San- 
d\ had been overcome by fumes when attempting 
to enter the smoke-filled engine room, and another 
crewman named Cook had donned a gas mask 
before Irving to fight his way to Nh Daniel s side 
But he was turned back by the heat. According to 
Ins shipmates, the hapless fireman had screamed 
live times. Then silence 

Many mourned the passing of a fine ship, a 
lamiliar "face" in northwest waters, and an 
old friend. 

Reported the Prince Rupert Empire The 
steamship that for 35 years has plied back and forth 
ah*ng the B C coast has come to the end of its life— 
a period of stirring, memorable history in the af¬ 
fairs of this part of Canada.” 

The Prince George, whirl) had cleared Prince 
Rupert on schedule the evening before had tied up 
ai her Alaskan dock as usual, until, just HI minutes 
plater, the blaze apparently started in her stokehold. 

It was. noted the newspaper, "one of the most spec¬ 
tacular waterfront fires in Ketchikan's history 
Fortunately for those battling the flames and 
flying embers, the weather had been calm, and tbe 
Prim e George was steadily reduced to a smoulder¬ 
ing hulk. 

The loss of the Prime George, especially to 
the people of the north coast, * mourned the Em¬ 
pire. is like the passing of an old pal None of the 4 
ships which come and go. braving all weather ami * 
carrying thousands ol tourists over scenic seas, 
was better known 

The Prince George was built In the Hunter 
and Swan yards Newcastle tSwan Hunter and 
toigham-Hirhardson, Wellsend-on-Tyne'. and with 
her sister ship. Prince Rupert came to this port in 
I9iu. Early in the First Great War. one of the two 
vessels served as a hospital ship for a while on this 
coast The mileage covered in the last 35 years 
would have taken both vessels around the globe 
numerous times." 

Tw stewardess Mary lOuie) Hotcbivon. 
who had served aboard tbe ship almost since 
she was commissioned, tbe Prince George had 
been more than an old pal. 

Standing on the dock as the dymg m earner was 

towed away she had sobbed I never thought I 
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would stand and see her burn. I’m just watching my 
tonne burn. It had been Mary Hutchison who had 
hurried from cabin to cabin to spread the alarm 
when tlx* tire was reported, within minutes of the 
steamer's docking 

As with most coastal veterans, the Prince 
George had known grief before, haring twice 
been “shipwrecked.” 

In December of 1903, she had struck Vladso 
Rock, four miles from Anyox, during a snowstorm. 
Although seriously damaged, she had floated off the 
next morning and proceeded to the former smelter 
town without casualty among passengers or crew. 
Twenty years previously, she had grounded in Van¬ 
couver Harbor while inching her way through fog 
On another occasion, when under the command of 
i lx- late Capt Dan Donald, she had narrow ly missed 
infamous Ripple Rock by inches. 

The loss of the Prince George, in her home 
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waters in lime ol peace, was rather ironic is that 
three of her younger sisters—the Prince Robert, 
David and Henry—had served as armed cruisers 
through the recent hostilities. At the time of the 
George's destruction at Ketchikan the Pnnce 
Robert was reported to be in the South Pacifx*. hav¬ 
ing recently lerned Canadian prisoners o4 war 
irom Hong Kong 

llie Vancouver Province paid tribute to the 
"swift and handsome ' steamship whose untimely 
passing by lire had endea a 35-year career, noting 
the big part" that she and her sister, the Prince 
Rupert, had played in opening up the northern B C. 
•■oast and hinterland, as well as her splendid sea 
qualnles in the open Pacific. ’ 

Said the Province: “She will be mourned by the

What is so remarkable about such a little old 

lady” 

Well, one thing, is the fact that she is 
celebrating her 100th birthday. An honorable 
plateau that few attain in the hurry--scurry action of 
our present-day. modem world. 

The woman is Mrs. Margaret Dunster wife of 
Reginald Thomas Dunster. known to his friends as 
R T.” She became a centenarian on April 4. 1076. 
having been born in the little town of Spalding. Lin 
colnshire. England, on that date, in 1876. 

One hundred years in time is a long, long 
stretch to remember, but Margaret Dunster. born 
Margaret Ellen Minards, has retained a 
remarkably good memory for the many events and 
incidents which have filled her life so satisfactorily 
and made it possible for her to recall and relive 
those happy memories today. 

Margaret is fortunate in that she has her hus 
band. Reg. to look after her in her frail and favored 
years. He is 18 years younger than she 

The adventurous spirit in Margaret s heart lay 
dormant and still, until one spring day in the rural 
loveliness of the county of Wiltshire. England 
when chance caused a meeting between she and 
a young lad. Reginald Thomas Dunster. by name 
Body chemistry did the rest 

★ ★ ★ 

Margaret Minards* early life in England had 
been quite unfortunate. Unhappy, too. Her mother 
died when she was five; her father, 11 months later 

The little ^Irl was shunted around between 
aunts and uncles, to receive her education When 
she grew from childhood to womanhood, she 
became a lady's companion. Not the surest, cer¬ 
tainly not the quickest way to meet eligible young 
men of .her own family background. 

Margaret was in her 30s when she met Reg for 
the first time. 

Reg Dunster was born in Kent county. England 
His father managed the states of the late Admiral 
(Jordon, whose brother was the famous General 
(Jordon of Khartoum fame. 

Reg had always a desire to have a bit of land and 
a few cattle of his own. This was not easy to do in 
England SO, one day. he sat down and wrote to 
Canada House. in London They sent him marvel¬ 
lously illustrated pamphlets on the glorious future 
and golden opportunities in the farm kinds of 
western Canada. 

It was to the lasting good fortune of Margaret 
Minards and Reginald Dunster that they met down 
that Wiltshire country lane. He courted her; they 
became engaged. Reg decided to chance it in 
Canada It turned out to be an excellent decision 
for both 

★ ★ ★ 

Since that day. the lives of Margaret and Reg 
were bound up in each other. 

Reg Dunster came out to Canada in March. 
1914. W hen he was booking his passage in England 
the agent told him he had a friend in Fleming, a 
small place on the Saskatchewan-Manltoba border 
who would be glad to have him stay with him until 
he learned the ropes. 

Reg did just that. This friend eventually got 
him a job with a fanner neighbor, an old. but kind¬ 
ly. Englishman. “1 got a good start.’ remembered 
Reg. The wages weren't big, but 1 was treated like 
one of the family.” 

His first day in his new job was a bit embarras 
sing The evening before, the old man had told him 
that they would do a bit of harrowing the next day 
As Reg admitted, he didn't know what harrowing 
was. from a hole in the ground. “So,” he laughed 
• I came down to the breakfast the next morning 
with a blue suit on. a white sljirt and a carefully 
knotted tie. 

■ The old chap didn't laugh, he didn't poke fun 
at me. He just said quietly that he had changed his 
mi ltd and they would go into town instead ” 

On the way to town he smiled at Reg as he said 
i»ad, you’ll need some work clothes We II get you

That was real nice of him,” said Reg 
Without them, I would have been the laughing 
stock of the countryside.” 

In 1915, Reg filed on a 160-acre homestead 
grant, built a log shack, and broke a few acres. 

In 1916. Margaret, in one flaming gesture, 
burned all her bridges behind her. She left England 
for Reg in Canada. Never, did she return. 

She sailed from Liverpool. It was a frightening 
voyage. The whole length of it was exposed to the 
explosive menace of submarine warfare. “One 
evening.” she recalled, “we were sitting down to 
dinner when everything went totally black. The 
alarm bells rang through the ship. Submarines 
wore attacking our convoy.” 

★ ★ ★ 

“We were not allowed to light even a match 
Wo sat. or lay. or stretched where we were, all 
through that night. Nothing to eat or drink We were 
afraid to move about for fear of falling down 
stairways or blundering into pilk^rs or posts. It was 
a tremendous relief when dawn came and the morn¬ 
ing sun broke over the horizon.” 

Margaret came out to Canada alone. She was 
almost 40 Knew nothing about the new life she was 
entering. But. she reasoned, everything will be all 
right. Reg will be there. 

"How did you fit in with the farming?” I 
asked Margaret. 

in every way,” she answered firmly. "I gar-' 
dened. helped puli trees up, chopped wood, cooked 
I did anything at all. But. I did not like the cows. 
Would have nothing to do with them.”

Paddock Wood was the name of the spot in 
Saskatchewan where Reg Dunster paid his 10 dol¬ 
lars and filed on a homestead. 

Margaret and Reg were married shortly after 
her arrival at Fleming. The trip by wagon and 
horses out to the homestead was rough, slow and 
awful, she remembered. “Took us three days,” she 
"recalled, with a sigh., “We had to spend the nights 
at trail-side stopping places. It seemed an unusual 
honeymoon, to say the least. A neighbor of Reg's 
had bought a cow. He tied it behind our rig. and it 
followed us on our wedding trip.” 

At one point, passing through a slough, the out¬ 
fit got stuck in the gooey mud. The friend took his 
cow and set off for home. Reg. Dunster unhooked 
the team and left the rig in the slough. Next day. he 
hired a team of oxen from a nearby homesteader to 
pull it out. 

“I wondered, at the time.” said Margaret 
Dunster, “where I was going. But everything 
turned out well. Those were the happiest years, 
those pioneer days, you know. We had nothing, real¬ 
ly. Reg. bought a team of horses, a wagon, a sleigh 
and a plow We worked by hand, grubbing out trees 
It seemed to me that a grub hoe. an axe. a logging 
chain and a grindstone, were the essentials for suc¬ 
cessful homesteading." 

★ AW 

The Dunsters stayed on their homestead until 
1925. when the Canadian National Railway started 
to run north-east" from Prince Albert. 
Saskatchewan, to Paddock Wood. Reg. Dunster 
then began to haul freight from the railway station 
to the* new combined store and post office. Even¬ 
tually. he became the part-time postmaster. 

Later, finding it was too much to farm and run 
a post office, the Dunsters sold the old homestead, 
and moved into Paddock Wood where Reg. became 
the full-time postmaster. 

Margaret Dunster now found her life much ful¬ 
ler with folk than when on the farm. She sorted 
mail, handed out letters and began to feel, and live 
with, the pulse and heart of the little settlement 

At first, it surprised her when children would 
come up to the post office wicket, demandingly 
shout “mail”, grab it and go without further words 
* There was one little fellow about seven who came 
in and yelled for his mail. I gave it to him, and I 
said thank you.' He looked at me very funny, then 
said. It's all right.’ He just did not know what 
thank you meant. 

“1 do think.” continued Margaret, “that the 
early homesteaders were so busy struggling after 
the essentials for living, that they had no time to 
teach their children the little courtesies of life." 

In 1920. Margaret joined the Homemakers of 
Saskatchewan, a provincial organization not known 
today. It became the Women's Institute. Apparent¬ 
ly, tiie Homemakers began in Ontario. Each com¬ 
munity had a branch which undertook to support 
worthwhile local projects like beef clubs, and grain 
clubs for young people. They raised funds for 
building community halls through whist drives and 
box socials. 

★ ★ ★ 

The present-day 4-H clubs idea developed from 
the Homemakers. 

Never an idle person, Margaret became active 
in the Paddock Wood Red Cross outpost. She was a 
loyal and energetic church worker; started, and 
taught a children's Sunday school. This developed 
into a family affair, as Reg. Dunster became an 
Anglican lay reader 

The first Paddock Wood church must stand out 
as the most unique in Canada. 

When tlie railway arrived at Paddock Wood, a 
railway station was built. It had a small room ad 
ded for stacking freight and express shipments. It 
also doubled as a coal and wood shed. At a pinch, 
the shed would hold 12 people. 

The railway authorities allowed the people of 
Paddock Wood to use the shed as a church. The 
local grain elevator agent built a box-like bin along 
one side to hold the coal and wood. He closed it in 
\s itli a lid which doubled as a seat for the congrega¬ 
tion. 

Margaret Dunster would go along early on Sun¬ 
day morning, to dust and clean the shed before tlie 

service. 

There was no music. The clergyman drove out 
from Prince Albert, 35 miles away, perhaps 
every second or third Sunday. But Margaret held 
her Sunday School every Sunday morning. “You 
know.” she said with pride, “some of my old Sun¬ 
day school children visited me here last summer. 
Grown up, with children of their own, too.”

It was in 1946 that Margaret and Reg. Dunster 
paid their first holiday visit to Sooke. They warmed 
to its bracing freshness, and Sooke's summer sun. 

Margaret returned often for holidays, but Reg 
was tied to his growing Paddock Wood post office. 

He branched out into a bit of real estate and in¬ 
surance selling. The legal intricacies of conveyanc¬ 
ing. and leases, was a mental quagmire to him at 
first, but he had a great rapport with the lawyers in 
Prince Albert. “They helped me. at no charge/’ 
smiled Reg. “Mr. John Diefenbaker was one of 
them." 

The years rolled by for the Dunsters. at Pad- 
dock Wood. “It had been quite a struggle," 
reminisced Margaret, “yet we were very happy 
We didn't really want for anything, because our 
wants were not very demanding then. We had 
plenty of food, good shelter and good friends around 
us.” 

The Dunsters retired in 1964. In 1965. they ex¬ 
changed the severe winters of Paddock Wood for 
the milder ones of Sooke, where Margaret had 
made lots of friends on her yearly holiday trips 

there. 

Margaret Dunster has been in hospital once 
only in her 100 years. She caught pneumonia in 1940. 

Telegrams, greeting cards and letters of con¬ 
gratulation have been arriving daily at the Dunster

home, to congratulate this hardy, happy lady, who 
has lived such a long and worthwhile life. 

Proudly framed on the living room wall is an 
honor scroll from the prime minister of Canada 
The inscription reads:

Heartiest congratulations and very** 
best wishes on the occasion of vour 
lOeth birthday. 

Pierre Trudeau. 

She has also received congratulatory messages 
from Allen Blakeney, premier of Saskatchewan, as 
well as a laudatory letter from the lieutenant- 
governor of British Columbia. 

Margaret Dunster suffered a bouse fall a few 
days ago, from which she has now recovered. “The 
local public health nurse comes in every morning to 
help me a bit," she said. “Reg. and I both think that 
is a nice service. But, I really feel that I should be 
doing, instead of having other people doing for me.” 

This remark just about sums up the lifetime 
spirit of this extraordinary lady. And provides one 
answer to the age-old question of longevity.

THE WEST CAST ... 

A Spell On Maurice 


, * - 

Not many people can tell this 
tale, but Maurice Good ran for it 
was a momentous day in more 
ways than one. He was standing, 
in 40 degrees below zero ( before 
Celsius) at Winnipeg's frigid cor¬ 
ner of Portage and Main in 
February, 1973, and decided it 
was the coldest he had ever felt. 
In the next teelh-ehatlering 
breath he also deeided to make 
Canada his home. 


His decision was not a hasty one yet somehow 
clicked at that moment. But the seed had been 
planted some two years earlier when he arrived in 
Victoria to perform at the University of Victoria. 

The occasion was a performance of his one- 
man show John Synge Comes Next, ipublished by 
Oxford University Press) to capacity crowds at the 
university. Then followed what he describes as “a 
frenetic university tour with the play — to Calgary, 
Winnipeg, Ontario and finally Montreal, seven ex¬ 
hausting. marvellous weeks. It was my introduc¬ 
tion to Canada and the great bonus was the 
country’s landscape.” Enough to whet his appetite 
for more. 

★ ★ ★ 

It’s five years later and Maurice is back in Vic¬ 
toria and now proudly calls Canada home. 

Since early in March he has been in rehearsal 
for the Bastion Theatre production of Ring Around 
The Moon which opened April 2 at The McPherson 
Playhouse. He played the dual role of Hugo and 
Frederick which was a complete change from his 
previous performance at the Citadel Too Theatre in 
Edmonton. The production was Beckett’s 
Endgame in which Maurice played Hamm to John 
Neville's Clov. The demands made by this script 
arc tough — not ones that are normally required in 
traditional acting. Hamm is played in total con¬ 
finement fhe is blind and crippled) and has to stay 
on stage for the entire duration of the play 

King Around The Moon was his first perfor¬ 
mance lor Bastion and he describes the play as: A 
very challenging one on a technical level which 
mnsls every moment of the three weeks of rehear¬ 
sal.” Challenging is the word for instead of having 
to memorize the lines and portray one character he 
tackled the two roles of identical twins — in some 
scenes it was necessary to exit as one twin and im¬ 
mediately enter as the other! 

★ ★ ★ 

But challenging roles are not now to Maurice 
Good. who is most versatile. He was born in Dublin 
and first worked as an actor in Ireland in a clas¬ 
sical. mostly Shakespearean, repertoire. He first 
played in London with Theatre Workshop in several 
productions and then joined the Old Vic Company. 

There he played leading roles, including Marc 
Anthony. Toby Belch; also Ixivberg in Hedda 
Gubler and the star lead of Casey in the musical 
Maggie May. Performances for the Oxford 
Playhouse Company include Hjalmar Kkdal in The 
Wild Duck. Kord in The Merry Wives of Windsor. 
Cromwell in A Man For All Seasons and Captain 
Boyle in Juno and the Paycock. Maurice has also 
toured the United States from Boston to Dallas, and 
acted also in Paris. Amsterdam and East Berlin. 
His also directs and writes — his first play The An- 
tonietta. written in collaboration with his brother 
John, had its premiere at the Gate Theatre. Dublin, 
in 1972 A modern version of the Deirdre myth, it is 
set in the Eastern Mediterranean. 

His solo show John Synge Comes Next was 
presented at the Dublin Theatre Festival in 1969. 
then throughout Ireland and at four Dublin 
theatres, including the Gate and the Abbey.

T!ic throe wore overwhelmed with 
hero worship and for a time the old 
seaman was not disinclined to tell 
over and over the story of the Sea 
Queen's incredible survival. But then, 
according to maritime writer Weston 
Martyr in the foreward to the second 
edition of VoJs' Venturesome 
YogagesV he seemed to realize tliat 
this was not the proper role for a true 
seaman. 

Suddenly Voss ‘ clammed up*' and 
disappeared from the haunts of yacht 
club society. 

One factor in this disappearance 
may' have been that he now became 
busy preparing from his old logs’’ — 
old exercise books, really — of the 
Tilikum the manuscript for the first 
edition of The Venturesome Voyages 
of Captain Voss. A time-worn copy of 
this first edition at the provincial 
archives shows it as. published in 1913 


in Tokyo (Kandu) Japan by Geeser 
and Gilbert, Ltd., Yokohama; 
printing done by tho Japan Herlad 

Press. 

Not until 13 years later did the next 
edition appear — four years after 
Voss* death This time publishers 
were Martin Hopkins and Co., Ltd. of 
Covent Garden. London. This edition 
contains a contemporary photograph 
of the Tilikum. taken somewhere on 
the shores of the Thames, the hull 
even then damaged, but by no means 
in the derelict condition in which it 
returned to Victoria four years later. 

Another year or two of delay and 
today s treasured memento of a 
famous voyage would have been total¬ 
ly lost. 

Weston Martyr’s foreward to this 
second edition reveals another ac¬ 
tivity of Voss’ during his last months 
in Japan — the building of the little 


away from the Orient and. according 
to some beliefs, “was never seen 

again.” 

But it was not the ocean that was 
to claim Voss’ bones He was to reach 
North America and spend the last 
years of his life driving a jitney in the 
inland town of Tracy, California. An 
inappropriate finale to an adven¬ 
turous life, one might think ... but it 
did give opportunities for many pas¬ 
sengers over the years to talk w’ith a 
man who had wondrous tales to tell. 

Occasionally his daughter, Carolyn 
Kuhn, came down from Portland to 
visit her adored father. One story she 
told of the year she visited him when 
an influenza epidemic was rampant 
shows that even then he remained the 
non-conformist he* had always been. 
Orders were that those in contact

with the public should wear masks. 
V«gs wore his mask, all right, but it 
was one in which any germs there 
were had apparently been ac- 
cumlnting, undisturbed, for many a 
week! ~~ 

In February. 1922. the gallant cap¬ 
tain was found dead in his hod. The 
Tracy Press of the time devoted a 
front page column and a third to the 
story of the life of the man who had 
made so many friends in the towri. 

For Tilikum. his friend and compa¬ 
nion over tens of thousands of miles of 
oceans, there then still remained 
eight years of languishing in England. 
But at last came discovery, return 
home, loving renovation and the posi¬ 
tion in the Maritime Museum that en¬ 
sures lasting remembrance of the 
man ami boat that on May Day 75 
years ago sailed out of Victoria — and 
on to undying fame.

ASK AIMH.T THE FOREST 



How do foresters 
determine the allowable 
annual eut? 

Forest managers in 
British Columbia are 
moving toward a goal — 
the time when they will 
have our forests 
organized into con¬ 
tinuous cycles of cutting 
and replanting that will 
make sure we have a 
perpetual supplv of trees 
in th is province. 

In other words, as and when trees 
mature for harvesting,' there will 
always be a fresh supply coming up to 
replace them. The concept is called 
sustained yield and has been the basis 
of forest management in our province 
since 1948. 

Regulating the periodic cutting of 
trees by the allowable annual cut is 
one of the way's in which forests work 
toward their goal. By this rule, the 
volume of wood cut in our forests for 
each year should never be more than 


the amount of new growth that has 
taken place, after making provision 
for losses from insects, disease, fire, 
etc. 

How do foresters determine what 
this annual cut should be? 

To describe the method they use. it 
is first necessary to define the 
forester’s use of the words 'im¬ 
mature’’ and "mature” as applied to 
timber. Not unlike people end 

animals, trees grow more rapKfty- 

wlien they are young. Then comes a 
point where their growth slows right 
down. Up to the time this happens, 
they are said to be immature.’’ . 

After that they are called “ma¬ 
ture” and will be growing more 
ami more slowly each year. Eventual¬ 
ly, yearly losses from decay and dis¬ 
ease in a stand of mature trees will be 
greater than the growth that has 
taken place, they are then called-^. 
“overmature” or decadent.” f 

Varying with such factors as soil, \ 
climate and altitude, each species in a ' 
given area will take a certain number 
of years to reach this state of being 
“mature.” This is called the “rotation 


age.” For instance, in lower coastal 
areas, one species m^v take 80 years 
to mature, while the "rotation age” 
for the same species in higher 
altitudes may be 120 years. 

Similarly..for each species in each 
area, there is an average rate at 
which the immature” tree grows or 
puts on new wood each year Through 
making various measurements, 
foresters are able to calculate the 
volume of wood in a tree in cubic feet 
(soon to be cubic metres*. This allows 
them to calculate the yearly growth 
of immature trees. And, by multiply¬ 
ing results taken from representative 
samples, they can arrive at reliable 
figures that show the annual growth 
of immature trees in an entire stand. 
Taking this data, they then use the 
formula given below to.arrive at the 
volume that can be cut from that 
stand in the year — in short, “the al¬ 
lowable annual cut.” (AAC>. Here is 
the formula: 

AAC equals Net volume of mature 
trees divided by Rotation Age plus 
Annual Growth on Immature Areas. 

For example, suppose we have a 


100-acre area. Seventy-five per cent 
of this particular area is in mature 
trees that have a rotation age cf 100 
years. Foresters have measured their 
volume at 5.000 cubic feet per acre 
(or 375.000 cubic feet in all. 25% of the 
area is in immature trees which have 
an average growth of 40 cubic feet of 
annual growth. The formula would 
work out as follows: 

AAC equals 375.000 cf divided by 
100 plus 1.000 cf equals 3.750 cf OR 
10.019 m cubed divided by 100 plus 28.3 
m cubed equals 134.5 m cubed. 

4.750 cubic feet then is the “al¬ 
lowable annual cut” for the area, or 
the amount of wood that can be cut 
from it each year for 100 years (until 
the new replacement trees mature). 

To allow for the harvesting of dis¬ 
eased trees, bad weather conditions 
or other extenuating circumstances, 
the allowable annual cut” is 
balanced within 10 per-cent over a 
five year period. For instance, it has 
been found that diseased or insect in¬ 
fested timber can often be used if it is 
logged within a year or two of disease 
or insect attack. In such cases, the 
forest manager will often approve 
cutting more in a particular year than 
the established "allowable annual 
cut" with a view to avoiding waste 
and also preventing spread of the 
destructive agent. This overcutting 
will be balanced by undercutting in 
subsequent years. *

lop players would’ve been doomed as 
lar as the media were concerned. 

But the face of chess was saved. 
Dennis lapered off. didn’t even win a 
prize and was quickly forgotten by the 
"press.” i 

Then there was Vancouver 
Island’s own Mary Hawkes. The 
Coombs veteran chess players, who 
will never see 80 again, played all 10 
rounds and became the oldest person 
ever to complete such a gruelling 
event. 

And we shouldn't forget our own 
55-year-old Dr. Elod Macskasy, an 
average niaster who turned into a 
chess lion and tied for second place, 
winning nearly $2,000 in the process. 

We could go on and on with those 
stories, but they all prove one thing — 
Vancouver 75 was the greatest chess 
event Canada had ever had and it was 
alsd one of the main cogs in the cur¬ 
rent chess revolution. 


As for Vancouver 76 — Paul 
Keres Memorial, it should be 
even better, judging by some 140 
entries we’d already received in 
March. So here are a few salient 
pointers on V ancouver 76: 

• It is a completely non-profit 
event with all work done by 
volunteers from B.C. There will be 10 
rounds in all with one round daily ex¬ 
cept Monday, June 21, when there 
will be rounds in the morning and 
afternoon. 

• Entry fees and enquiries should 
be mailed to me, Ray Kerr, 206—666 
Cook Street. Victoria. B.C. V8V 3Y7, 
and telephone enquiries should be 
directed at Paul Brown in Vancouver 
at 325-0903. The entry fee up to June 1

19. $65. again same as 1975. 


• Registration opens at Sheraton 
Plaza at 9 a m. June 19. and continues 
to noon, though exceptions will be 
made. Canadian national federation 
memberships will be mandatory and 
also will be available at the site.

In class play — Ex¬ 
port, A. B, C and D-Unrated — a 
player may enter either his own class 
or one above.

However welJ-informed 
about ihe world people were a 
eenlury ago, ihev nui<tl have In-eit 
relatively poor in visual image- of 
it. 

No television, no cinema, no photographs in the 
newspapers — very little to show the mid 
Victorians what places and people actually looked 
like Almost the only publications which supplied 
the gap were the weekly papers, which published 
woodcuts of scenes of interest 

Most prosperous Englishmen in mid-Victorian 
days read the Illustrated London News, which twice 
in the year 1863 published articles on Victoria 
capital of the then colony of Vancouver Island 

The first report was illustrated bv an engraving 
based on a clever photographic panorama of the 
city made by George Fardon. a pioneer of the art 
in Vancouver Island The second contained a street - 
scene copied from a travel book bv Commander 
Mayne. a British naval officer who had served on 
the Pacific coast. 

Victoria, the paper explained, was situated on 
ground which rises gently from the water for a few 
hundred yards, and then as gradually descends K 
r avine running through the centre of the town will 
he found a valuable assistance to perfect, 
drainage ” 

Victoria harbor was a shallow river estuary 
1 abounding in oyster beds and stretching round to 
Esquimau A long white wooden bridge had been 
erected across James Bay. a mudflat at lower 
witer. but so rapid was change in Victoria that the 
old bridge* leading to Esquimau" shown in 
Fardon** panorama had aIreadv been demolished 

The panorama also showed a steam boat leav¬ 
ing harbor, part of the busy trade to the Fraser 


river goldfields on the mainland or up the coast to 
Nanaimo and the coal mines. 

Five of the city's streets had been 
Macadamised — Wharf, Government. Yates. Fort 
and Johnson — and the rough wooden houses which 
had been “hastily built " in the early days, were be¬ 
ing steadily replaced by substantial brick ones —- 
although only about 50 in all. 

Victoria had several churches, “a handsome 
fire-engine house" manned by two volunteer 
brigades and a brick prison — the chief crime being 
selling spirits to the Indians Half a dozen school-* 


charged moderate fees and the pporest residents 
c a n well afford to bestow good education on their 
children. 'J 

The populaton of Victoria had fallen 
dramatically when gold had been first discovered 
on the mainland in 1858. but it had doubled since and 
there was general confidence that more and more 
people would prefer the solid advantages of the 
Island to the lottery of good-hunting 

Gold had jolted the city out of its old slecpv 
days ' and overnight the harbor had been filled with 
ships from all round the world, previously 
worthless land had commanded fabulous prices, 
and buildings had sprung up along “the lately bar¬ 
ren shores." 

Governor Douglas suddenly found himself the 
ruler of an important British possession on which 
the eyes of the whole world were turned. " But after 
the initial shock Victoria was steadily gaining from 
gold 

The island's climate between June and October 
was truly delightful, and the winter “closely 
resembles that of England with much rain but lit¬ 
tle snow 


Compared with the extreme severity of 
winter on the mainland. Victoria offered an 
agreeable home'* for successful miners, and the 
lown had spiritedly provided amusements for 
them: a theatre, concert room, “several billiard 
rooms, a bowling alley and so on 

But then as now. perhaps the greatest amenity 
of all was Beacon Hill — "which may bo termed the 
Hyde F*ark of the Victorians." * 

Surrounded on three sides by woodland, with 
the fourth “hollowed into small bays." Beacon Hill 
was tlie town's cricket ground and racecourse 
Nature has favored this spot greatly." Unlike 
much of Victoria, it has not changed greatly .since 
pioneer days. 

Then, as npw. Mount Baker was a grand <»b 
ject in the eastern horizon" and northward "par¬ 
tially obscured by trees, the church spires, house* 
and suburban cottages form a pleasing picture both 
to eye and mind The scenery around Victoria was 
picturesque" and there was good fishing, boating 
and wild-fowling nearby 

Sadly, the people did not seem to measure up to 
>uch pleasant surroundings. It is hardly surprising 
that London journalists found the Indians strange 
and unattractive Their totejn-poies were mu¬ 
tilated and uncouth life-sized wooden images 
and although the Indians were responding well to 
clerical attempts to educate them, their custom* 
still seemed barbaric 

One tribe, for instance, somehow- drew up the 
flesh from the skulls of young girls to give them 
conical heads If the Indians seemed savage, many 
of the settlers were equally unpromising Too otten 
they were ill adapted for colonial life" and lew 
imigrants leaving Britain made the long and expen¬ 
sive voyage to “this remote colony 

Consequently wages were high, and servants 
expensive Yet Victoria was clearly a thriving 
centre, and one which in 1863 offered “satisfactory 
inducements to settlers ' 
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BRIDGE over James Bay 
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
